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DISPENSING THE “SPOIL 


IMPORTANT NEW-YORK NOMINA- 
TIONS EXPECTED. 

SEVERAL MINOR OFFICES ALREADY FILLED 
—MR. CONKLING’S INFLUENCE—PRO- 
VIDING FOR DEFEATED CONGRESSMEN, 

‘Wasuixeton, Feb. 28.—The report was 

extensively circulated this morning that before 

night the President would send to the Senate 
the long-expected nominations for New-York 

State, and among the men who usually 

get the earliest intimations of such 

events, it was said, confidentially, that 
the batch to be sent in would include 
not only the name of a new Collector of 

Customs, but the names also of a Naval Officer, 

a Surveyor, a General Appraiser, a Deputy 

Appraiser, and an Internal Revenue Col- 

lector. The result of this announcement 

‘was, that all of the New-York members 

of Congress were all day inquiring, in 

the restaurant, in the House corridors and 
about the doors, and on the floor of the Sen- 
ate whether the nomipations had arrived. It 
was not until after 5 o'clock that 
the President's messenger arrived, and 
when he came he did not bring any 
very important nominations, At the head of 
,” were the 
names of several Collectors of Internal Reve- 
nue, and one of these candidates had been 
cut out after the names were entered 
on the list and before the list had 
left the White House. The missing nomina- 
tion had eg me been for a New-York 
district, with a figure ending ‘‘ th,” and look- 
ing like the “‘Seventh.” As there is no such 
district and no nomination has been talked of 
for the Eleventh, Twelfth, Fourteenth, or 

Fifteenth Districts, a good deal of specvla- 

tion was indulged in to determine to which 

the nomination might have applied. Five

ler. No complaint was made about 
his administration of the office, but 
Mr. Jacobs, who had not asked for 
one a tment since he has been in Congress, 
asked that Mr. Charles Foote should have the 

, for many reasons which he has given 
the President at different times. Mr. 

Jacobs had oe Bape that his request 
would be gran until recently, when 
he came to the conclusion that 
his course in acting with the bolting delegates 
at Chicago in 1 would be remembered 
against him, and that Roscoe Conkling could 
be relied upon to punish his desertion from the 
Grant column. Mr. Jacobs was the only 
New-York delegate of the bol 28 who was 
present in the Grand Pacific Hotel caucus 
when Gev. Arthur was selected for Vice-Pres- 
dent, and he was instrumental in bringing 
the opposed to Grant er to vote 
for Gen. Arthur's nomination. The facts that 
ex-Senator Conkling is here and that the de- 
layed nominations are being poured in 
‘during his visit have led Mr. Jacobs, Senator 
Miller, and others to suspect that as the Su- 
preme Court is not open and business in it 
cannot be made an excuse for his visit, the 
hand of the President may have been guided 
by the judgment of the ex-Senator in filling 
out some of the nominations just made. It.is 
also believed by those gentlemen that other 
and more interesting nominations to come 
may be shaped by thie same judgment.

recommend Buckley. Mr. Jacobs was a warm 
friend and classmate of Garfield.

ruff. The incumbent, Mrs, Josephine C. Owen, 
was renominated yesterday. Mr. Van Aer- 
nam says he and Dr. Brewer did not go to the 
President about the matter, and are not 
deeply annoyed about the selection made. 
Mrs. Owen has been a good officer, 
The President nominated Joseph M. Dickey 


for Postmaster at Newburg, to be the suc-. 


cessor of John C. Adams, who has held the 
office for several years. The only member of 
Congress who is known to have favored 
Dickey’s nomination is Mr. Beach, Democrat, 
who represents the district. Senator Miller 
and several of tbe Congressmen _ re- 
gard the selection as personally bad, 
and politically a most unfortunate 
one. Mr. Dickey’s principal cluim for the 
place appears to be nis record as one of the 
“Spartan band” at Albany in 1881, 
where he voted for Conkling and Platt 
in defiance of the demands of his dis- 
trict. A Republican poe gear v0 from 
a neighboring district said to-day that 
he thought the nomination a bad one, but he 
supposed it was made in discharge of a politi- 
cal obligation. Congressman Jeremiah W. 
Dwight says thatthe appointment of Myron 
H. Weaver at Havana, in place of A. G. Ball, 
is satisfactory to him and the people of the 
_. There was no apphcation m Mr. 
all for reappointment. 

According to the story of Congressman 
Parker, of the St. Lawrence district, the nom- 
ination of Horace G. Reynolds, at Gouverneur, 
in place of G. B. Winslow, will satisfy no one 
except Reynolds and the ten or a dozen Stal- 
wartsin the piace. While there wasa strong list 
9f backers for Winslow's reappointment, the 
President decided to take Reynolds, and so in- 
formed Mr. Parker some time ago.» Reynolds 
has been a very conspicuous “ Arthur” man. 
The nomination of . Joseph F, Ivesbury, at 
Catskill, in piace of A. W. Thomas, is one 
about which no one here can furnish any in- 
formation, The Post Office is in Congressman 
Thomas Cornell's district, but as Mr. Cornell 
is not and has not been here for some time it is 
not at present easy to ascertain upon whose 
recommendation the nomination of Mr. Ives- 
bury was made. 

Some of the Republican Congressmen who 
wanted to be re-elected last November have 
been provided for by receiving nominations to 
Federal offices, and others wiil probably be rec- 

nized in the same way. CharlesG, Williams, 

Wisconsin, Chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, hac been nominated to be Register 
of the Land Uffice at Watertown, Dakota 
where he may grow up wits the country and 
be again sent to Congress at mo very distant 
day. Joseph Jorgensen, Republican, from 
Virginia, bas been nominated to be Reg- 
ister of the Land Office at Walla Walla, 
Washington Territory. The Land Office 
positions in Territories where the number of 
settlers is rapidly increasing are in great de- 
mand. John Paul, the Readjuster Representa- 
tive from Virginia, has been nominated to be 
United States Judge for the Western District 
of Virginia. He is a lawyer, but it 
/ does not appear that be has ever occupied 
* Chester B. Darrall, Re- 
~publiean Representative from the Third Loui- 
siana District. has been nominated to be Reg- 


ister of the Land Office at New-Orleans. A 
gentleman from Cleveland said to-night that 
Con, man Townsend had recommended for 
the office of Postmaster there Mr. Harding, now 
Chief Clerk under the present Postmaster, and 
that the nomination of Mr. Harding would 
have been satisfactory to the people. Thomas 
Jones, Jr., the nominee, is, he said, a brother 
of Senator Jones, of Nevada. He had been 
Collector of Internal Revenue ana afterward 
City Auditor.

A CHICAGO PAPER COMPANY CLOSES ITS 
DOORS—LIABILITIES $400,000. 

CrrcaGo, Feb. 28.—The doors of the George 
H. Taylor Paper Company were closed by Deputy 
Sheriff Burke this morning on confessed judgments 
in the Superior Court to the amount of $120,055 in 
favor cf the following persons and institutions:

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The judgments were entered pp by Conger and 
Gorton, fora long time the attorneys for George 
H. Taylor & Co. Later in thé day the Cleveland 
Paper Company obtained a judgment in the United 
States court against the firm for $71,000. It is be- 
lieved that the indebtedness will reach at least 
$400,000, while the assets de not amount to more 
than half that sum. ; 

Mr. Taylor stated to a reporter that the failare 
was due to the suspension of Lucius Clark & Co., 
of South Bend, and the latter company failed be- 
cause Black & Clark, of Yorktown, had failed. 


Clark had been buying interests in paper mills over 
the country, and had more on hie hands than be 
couNi manages, First the Black & Clark mills went 
under, and thé™bank there that had notes tele- 
ce to tke South Bend bank to seeure them. 

his caused troubie at Seuth Bend, for the bank 
there at once set about to get its notes secured, 
and this caused the suspension of that firm and the 
Chicago concern. The Lucius Olark Com- 
pany had bought of George H. Taylor the 
mills at South Bend, giving their notes. 
The mill, a year ago, was worth $110,000. and dur- 
ing the year improvements valued at $50,000 were 
putin. The indebtedness of Clark to Taylor is in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. The Habilities of 
Taylor & Co. will amount to between $300,000 and 
$400,000, which falls almost wholly on Eastern 
paper mills, at Holyoke and elsewhere. In Chicago, 
the First National Bank, Cleveland Paper Com- 
pauy, and Mrs. Knickerbocker are secured 
creditors. 

It is deemed peculiarly unfortunate, so far as 
Taylor & Co. are cencerned, that the Clarks got 
into their trouble. for the Taylor business was pay- 
ing well here, and the mills which were sold to 
Clark were good for $25,000 a year profit. It is 
generally believed that the effect of the failure 
upon the paper trade here will be very slight, al- 
a the Chicago houses are working upon small 
margins.

A. R. Fox, of Sand Lake, N. Y., given for borrowed 
money; alse $7,000 worth of business paper dis- 
counted by the National State Bank of Oneida and 
guaranteed by A. R. Fox. Among creditors pre- 
ferred in this class are the Natienal Bank of Trey, 
$11,500; Mutual National Bank, Trey, $21,000: 
Albany City National Bank, $1,450; Canastota Na- 
tional Bank, $60,000; Central Bank, Oneida, $6,000; 
Oneida Valley National Bank, of Oneida, $5,000; 
8. H. Farnham, Oneida, $20,000; National State 
Bank, Oneida, $85,000. The third class preferred is 
personal, amounting to $3,000. “The assignment 
rovides that after payment of expenses and pre- 
erred claims and individual debts of partners 
the balance shall be used to pay general creditors 
ofthe firm. The firm is comprised of Samuel H. 
Fox & Son and “Frederick Fox. They 
express the hope that they ,will be able to 
arrange with the creditors by an extension or other- 
wise and resume eontrol of the business. The 
total liabilities are between $150,000 and $180,000; 
nominal assets, $200,000. The failure is at- 
tributed to the fact that during the past two 
or three years the firm has extended its business 
too much and expended large sums in new build- 
ings. The firm was among the largest glass manu- 
facturers in the country, and its failure excites 
deep sympathy. The senior partner of the firm 
was a Republican candidate for Congress in the 
Oneida District last Fall. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 28.—A dispatch from 
Youngstown reports that there is great indigna- 
tion there at the arrest in Chicago of Vice-Presi- 
dent Matthews, of Brown, Bonnell & Co., at the 
instenee of the First National Bank of Youags- 
town, and says that Matthews will sue for dam- 
ages for maticious prosecution. The Republic 
Iron Mining Company has released its attachment, 
and affairs are progressing so favorably under the 
direction of Receiver Brown that it is expected 
the fires will be relighted on next Sunday night, 
ard that a start will be made in all departments on 
Monday. Many contracts are being received, and 
a determination is expressed to assist Brown, Ben- 
nell & Co. through their present embarrassment.

OBSTACLES IN THE WAY OF THE 
SENATE BILL. 

MESSRS. RANDALL, MORRISON, AND TUCKER 
DECLINE TO SERVE—QUESTION OF PRE- 
ROGATIVE—WORK OF THE COMMITTEE. 

WasuHineton, Feb, 28.—The conferees in 
whose hands the Senate Tariff bill has been 
placed did not begin their work until this 
evening. The House branch of the conference 
committee was not completed until] the middie 
of the afternoon. Mr. Randall, who had been 
selected as one of the Democratic members, 
arose in his place in the House this morning 
aad declined to serve, saying that he could 
better serve the interests of his State by re- 
linquishing the labor assigned to him. Mr. 

Morrison was then appointed, and he declined. 

The Speaker then appealed to Mr. Tucker, 

but that gentleman did not propose 

to be taken as the third choice, and he also 
declined. . Later in the day Mr, Speer, of 

Georgia, was appointed, and the conference 

committee began its session in the evening. 

Mr. £peer is a protectionist, in accord with the 

high protectionists of the Wayes and Means 

Committee, so that Mr. Carlisle is the only 

revenue reform member of the House group of 


conferees. Out of the 10 men to whom the 
bill has been given only three—Messrs. Bayard, 
Beck, and Carlisle—represent the revenue re- 
form element. It is generally said that Mr. Ran- 
dall dodged the conference committee because 
of the probability that his connection with it 
would injuriously affect his moa gy eo the 
Speakership. It is said that Mr. Morrison 
declined because he was disgusted witb the 
composition of the committee and beheved 
that his presence in the committee would only 
embarrass him and have no effect upon the 
committee’s decision. Mr. Tucker was tun- 
willing to be third choice. It is said thatsome 
of the friends of Mr. Carlisle urged him this 
afternoon to decline to serve, asserting that 
his connection with the committee might cost 
him the office of Speaker in the next House. 
He replied that if it were necessary for him to 
neglect his duties as a member of the House in 
order to secure his election as Speaker, he 
tg without hesitation, let the Speaker- 
ship go. 

the Senate this morning decided that it 
would have something to say about the ques- 
tion of constitutional prerogative, and in- 
structed its conferees to report to the Senate if 
they should find that any limitation had been 
placed by the House upon the action of the 
committee. In order to give a ciear idea of 
the conditions under which the House con- 
ferees were appointed the preamble of the Has- 
kell resolution should be presented as well as 
the resolution itself. The preamble and reso- 
lution are as follows: 

Whereas, House bill No. 5,588, entitled ‘* An act 
to reduce internal revenue taxation, and for other 
purposes,” under the form of an amendment in the 
Senate to title 38 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides for duties on imports, has been so modi- 
fied and changed by the introduction of new pro- 
visions, containing ameng other things a general 
revision of the statutes referred to, as botii to in- 
crease and reduce duties on imports, and in many 
instances to repeal and in others to amend the 
laws imposing import duties; and 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Houge, it is be- 
lieved that such changes and alterations are in 
conflict with the true intent and purpose of the 
Constitution, which requires that all bills for rais- 
ing revenue shall originate in the House ef Repre- 
seutatives; therefore, 

Resolved, That if this bill shall be referred to a 
committee of conference it shall be the duty of 
the conferees on the part of the House on said 
committee to eonsider fully the constitutional ob- 
qeotens to said bill as amended by the Senate and 

erein referred to, and to bring the same, together 
with the opinion of the House in regard hereto, 
before said conference, and if necessary, in their 
opinion, after having conferred with the Senate 
conferees, said conferees on said committee may 
make report tothe House in regard to the objec- 
tions to said bill herein referred to. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 144 
to 120. The preamble was then adopted witb- 
out a roll call, and at last both preamble ard 
resolution were adopted by a vote of 139 to 
122, It will be seen, therefore, that the House 
conferees are not only instructed to present 
the subject to the Senate conferees, but that 
they are also supported by a positive expres- 
sion of the — of the House against the 
constitutionality of the tariff part of the Sen- 
ate bill. 
course pursued by the high protectionists of the 
House, in pushing the Haskell resolution after 
the passage of the Reed rule, indicated a pur- 
pose to force the tariff part of the Senate bill 
out of existence, and then recommend the pas- 
sage of the internal revenue provisions alone. 
Under the cover of the constitutional ques- 
tion, the high tariff men who really desire 
that the tariff laws shall remain as they are 
would, it was said, kill the tariff part of the 
Senate bill. Without this cover their motives 
would appear too plainly. 

At the conference meeting to-night Mr. 
Kelley presented the Haskell preamble and 
resolution, exhibiting the position taken by 
the House. A discussion followed. The Senate 
conferees considered the question whether 
they would at once report to the Senate in 
obedience to the resolution passed by the 
Senate this afternoon. Mr. Bayard and Mr. 
Beck held that the text of the Senate 
resolution plainly required the Senate con- 
ferees to make such a report. They were 
outvoted by Messrs. Morrill, Sherman, and 
Aldrich, and therefore they left the conference 
chamber with the intention of reporting to the 
Senate upon their own responsibility. When 
they left the conference the Senate was hold- 
ing a short executive session, and an adjourn- 
ment was soon afterward taken, The Senate 
conferees having disagreed upon this point, 
those who remained in conference took 
up tbe bill and proceeded with some 
preliminaries. The high tariff men have 
complete power, and it is said that 

among the votes taken to-night! was one in- 
serting a provision which was not in the Sen- 
ate bill, to the effect that if an article seems to 
be classed under two different rates, the higher 
of the two rates shall be assessed and collected. 
It is said that the high tariff conferees in both 
branches asked that the House bill be regarded 
as a basis for compromise, although the House 
bill is dead and has no parliamentary existence 
before the conference.. Ata late hour the con- 
ference was still in session.

THE PRESIDENT ENTERTAINS A FEW MEM- 
BERS OF HIS COLLEGE FRATERNITY. 

Wasurneton, Feb. 28.—President Arthur 
gaveadinner party at the White House this 
evening iu honor of his college fraternity, the 
Psi Upsilon, of which there are several mem- 
bers in the present Congress, The guests were 
received in the Blue Parlor by the President 
and his two sisters, Mrs, McElroy and Mrs. 
Haynesworth, of Albany, both of whom are 
now his guests at the White House. The 
dinner was announced at 7:30, and the table in 


the private or family dining-room was laid 
with 16 covers. Blooming azaleas and orchids 
were placed around the rooms and the table 
was decorated with fowers. An oval shield in 
four compartments made of pink and white 
azaleas and studded with liliesof the valley was 
set in the centre of the table, and at each end 
were large cut-glass balls filled with Jacque- 
minot and Maréchal Niel roses, Silver candel- 
abra and crystal compotes and decanters also 
decorated the board. Seven wine-glasses were 
set at each plate, together with gold-embosased 
name cards and boutonniéres and corsage bou- 
quete. The President sat at the middle of 
the table, with Mrs. Hawley at his right 
and Mrs. Frye at bis left. Mrs. McElroy 
sat facing him, with Senator Hawley at her 
right and Senator Frye at herleft, The others

A VILLAIN WELL PUNISHED. 


TWO YEARS AND A HALF IN PRISON 
BETRAYING HI8 INTENDED WIFE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28,—Thomas A. Craig, 
ayoung man of good family and secretary and 
stenographer to Enoch Lewis, Purchasing Agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Cempany, was to-day 
sentenced to two years and six monthsin the East- 
ern Penitentiary by Judge Elcock for betraying, 
under promise of marriage, Miss Elizabeth Benison. 
Miss Benison, who is a pretty and modest appear- 
ing girl, won much sympathy in court by her lady- 
like bearing, while Craig disgusted every one by 
his supercilious and heartless manner. She testi- 


fied that she and Craig were regular attendants at 
the same church, and that she made his acquaint- 
ance at a church supper three years ago. He came 
to see her occasionally for two years, and after 
that he kept steady company with ber until Febru- 
ary, 1882. He came on Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Sunday nights, and occasionally took her to prayer- 
meeting on Friday night. He finally proposed to 
her, and she accepted him after their puronts had 
consented. Under these circumstances, after re- 
peated attempts he succeeded in accomplishing her 
ruin.

Van Loon left an estate worth between $200,000 
and $250,000, most of which is in bonds and securi- 
ties or paper that can readily be converted into 
eash. A, E. Foote, a personal friend of the de- 
ceased, asked for letters of administration, and a 
power of attorney to care for the effects of Van 
Loon was granted by the Probate Judge. It was 
ascertained that the Public Administrator would 
have to take charge of the estate unless provision 
had been made, but about this time it was learned 
that a will had been made 10 years ago, naming 
Mr. Srayder as the Administrator. He was asked 
to come to Milwaukee to settle the estate, and 
will soon be nere. It is said that the will gives 
$20,000 to Mr. Van Loon’s sister, $20,000 to his 
adopted daughter, $1.000 to St. Paui’s Church, 
Albany, N. Y., and smaller sums to a number of 
persons. The residue wasto be divided pro rata 
between the sister and daughter.

IN IRELAND. 

NO WARRANT ISSUED FOR BRENNAN—PAR- 
LIAMENTARY ELECTIONS—THE DISTRESS 
AND THE GOVERNMENT’S POLICY. 

Dosuin, Feb. 28.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal says it is authorized to state that no war- 
rant bas been issued for the arrest of Mr. 
Brennan. 

Mr. Taylor, a prominent landlord of Holly: 
well Park, County Limerick, has been way- 
laid and beaten. Itis feared his injuries will 
prove fatal. 

The election in County Dublin to fill the seat 
in the House of Commons made vacant by 
the death of Col. Taylor, Conservative, re- 
sulted in the return of Col. King Harman, 
Conservative, who received 2,514 votes. One 
thousand four hundred and twenty-eight votes 


were cast for Mr. McMahon, the Nationalist 
candidate. Mr. Thomas Guinness, the second 
Conservative candidate, received 13 votes. 

An election for member of Parliament for 
Portarlington was held to-day, and resulted in 
the return of Mr. R. A. French Brewster, 
Conservative, who received 70 votes. Fifty- 
seven votes were polled for the Nationalist 
candidate, Mr. Mayne, ‘The vacancy was 
caused by the accession of the Hon. Bernard 
Fitzpatrick, Liberal Conservative, to the peer- 
age by the death of his father, Lord Castle- 
town. 

LoUGHREA, Feb, 28.—The distress among 
the people here is alarming. Crowds of per- 
sons are besieging the houses of the priests 
clamoring for fooa. The Town Commissioners 
have been hurriedly convened to take meas- 
ures toward relieving the wants of the people. 

Panis, Feb, 28.—The Radicals are angry at 
the arrest of Frank Byrne atthe instance of 
the British Government. Tne Jntransigeant 
accuses the Government of basely cringing in 
order to mect English exigencies. An active 
investigation is being made into the circum- 
stances of the arrest. It is expected that other 
arrests of persons supposed to be connected 
with the troubles in Ireland will be made. 
Frank Byrne appeared before the Public Pros- 
ecutor to-day for examination. He reiterated 
the replies he made at the Prefecture of Po- 
lice yesterday, and denied that he was guilt 
of assassination, which is the crime charged. 
He refused to reply to further questioning. He 
is kept a close prisoner, no visitors being al- 
lowed to see him. The Council of Ministers 
will finally decide whether he shall be surren- 
dered or not. 

LONDON, Feb, 28.—Mr. Childers, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, discussing in the House of 
Commons this afternoon the distress in Ire- 
land; said the Government would not shrink 
from taking strong measures if they were like- 
ly to have permanent effect. He pointed out 
that wages were high and that the distress 
only affected overcrowded districts. He hoped 
that the Irish members would do what they 
could to restore confidence in Ireland, so that 
promoters of public works would be able to 
obtain loans from private sources instead of 
from the Government. 2 

LONDON, March 1.—The Times says: ‘‘ The 
application for the extradition of Bryne 
and Sheridan justify the -belief that 
the Government have a strong prima 
facie case to lay before the French 
and American authorities.

OUTRAGES BY ANARCHISTS. 
THI SOCIETY OF THE ‘‘ BLACK HAND’’ AND 
THE TROUBLES IN ANDALUSIA. 

Maprip, Feb, 28.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, Sefior Candam submitted an 
interpellation in regard to the Socialistic 
troubles in Andalusia. He declared that a so- 
ciety called the ‘‘ Black Hand,” similar to the 
Internationale, existed. It aimed at collective 


instead of individual rights of property. He 
exhorted the Government vigorously to re- 
repress the organization. Sefor Guyon, Min- 
ister of the Interior, replied that he had known 
for a year of the existence of the ‘‘ Black 
Hand,” and had placed the affair in the hands 
of the judicial authorities. The Prefects in 
Andalusia had been energetically precautioned 
tu protect the farmers. The Republicans pre- 
sented a motion asking for a Parliamentary 
inguiry with regard to the arrests that have 
been made in Andalusia. The debate on the 
question was fixed for Thursday. 

A band of masked and armed men, supposed 
to be members of a secret society, entered a 
farm at Puerto Serrano, Andalusia, and mur- 
dered the men, outraged the woman, and 
destroyed everything on the place. Several 
plantations in Andalusia have been partially 
destroyed by similar bands. Some emis»aries 
of a secret society who have been arrested 
were found furnished with fresh orders from 
their chief, a schoolmaster, who has also been 
arrested. 

Thirty-eight arrests have been made in 
Malaga, including that of an ex-Mayor of the 


city. 

Pisusre. Feb. 28.—The four persons ar- 
rested last August for sending bombs from 
Venice have been released after an inquiry into 
the case, The Austrian Government has been 
informed of their release. 

Rome, Feb. 28.—Three emigrants from 
Trieste and six other persons have been ar- 
rested in connection with the throwing of 
bombs here yesterday. It is believed that they 
include the bomb-throwers.

THE GEORGIA RAILWAY AGAINST THE RAIL- ' 


ROAD CouxiMISSION. 


ATLANTA, Feb, 28.—The Supreme Court to-. 


day rendered a decision in the case of the Georgia 
Railroad against the Railroad Commission—a suit 
of deep interest to the citizens of Georgia. The 
decision sustains the commission. The history of 
the case briefly summed up is as‘follows: Last 
Spring a bill was filed by the Georgia Rallroad 
and Banking Cnmpany and William M. 


Wadley, as lessee, praying the Chan- 
celler to enjoin the Railroad Commissioners 
from enforcing certain rates of freight as against 
the Georgia Railroad upon the ground Im chief that 
the charter of the Georgia Railroad Company au- 
thorized it to charge certain other rates, and that it 
bad a constitutional right to do so; that the Legisla- 
turo could not interfere to take those rights sway. 
Its charter provided tbat it might charge not 
exceeding 50 wents per 100 pounds per 100 
miles on freight, and 5 cents per mile passen- 
ger tariff. The Commissioners rates were 
of course lower. The matter was heard by 
Judge Simmons, in Macon, and after a legal fight 
of two or three days resulted in arefusai of the ap- 
plication for an injunction. The case was brought 
to the Supreme Court by counsel for the road, 
and the court rendered its decision affirming the 
judgment of the court below. The decision was 
practically unanimous, Judge Hall stating that 
while he differed with his associates in the matter 
of the reasoning he did not differ with them so far 
as the law in the case was concerned.

MR. INGERSOLL’S TACTICS

THE METHODS OF THE DEFENSE 
IN THE STAR ROUTE TRIAL, 
MR. MERRICK INSULTED BY THE OPPOSING 
COUNSEL YESTERDAY—THE EXAMINA- 
TION OF RERDELL NEARLY FINISHED. 
Wasnineton, Feb. 28.—The proceedings 
in the star route trial to-day were enlivened 
by a sharp colloquy between Mr. Merrick, 
counsel for the Government, and Col. Inger- 
soll, counsel for the Dorseys. There was hos- 
tility between counsel for the Government and 
counsel for the defendants long before the de- 
fection of Rerdell, and the force of his disclos- 
‘ures exasperated those who were defending. 
‘The circumstances attending the trials of this 
great case have been of such a character that 
even more of these outbreaks in court 
‘than have occurred might have been ex- 
‘pected. Mr. Merrick has never noticed 
Col. Ingersoll since the latter called Mr. 
‘Bliss a liar in the first trial. Their communi- 
cations since that time have been through the 
medium of the court. Mr. Merrick is a digni- 
fied gentleman, of erect bearing and positive 
manner, scrupulous in social observances, and 
exhibiting in his daily tommunications with 
men an admirable ccurtesy. But he can be 
-depended upon to resent an insult. Col. Inger- 
soll is as ‘positive in his manner and state- 
ments, but he belongs to another school. He 
has exasperated the court from time 
to time by his free expressions and his 


sneers, and has been frequently re- 
proved. In the  cross-examination of 
_Rerdell he has had a difficult and disagreeable 
‘task, and his treatment of the witness at times 
bas been objectionable. It was so to-day, His 
statement that he would consider the regard 
.of Mr. Merrick as an insult was emphasized 
by the peculiar manner in which it was made, 
and Mr. Merrick was unabie to refrain from 
the rejoinder, made very distinctly and with 
deliberation: ‘‘I never give my te 
puppies.” Col. Ingersoll was trembling and 
white with anger as he replied : * You don’t! 
You are a dirty dog.” These who saw 
him would not have been surprised if 
he had thrown the inkstand which he had 
chastily grasped. The difficulty was afterward 
‘settled, but not until Col. Ingersoll had in- 
dulged in characteristic blasphemy and de- 
clared that he would defend himself at all 
times, ev at the day of judgment, if he 
should be assailed by God at that time. It is 
expected that the examination of Rerdell will 
‘be finished to-morrow. The Government will 
probably then produce corroborative evidence 
‘of the existence of the original and the falsi- 
‘fied books, 

Arthur B. Williams, counsel for Brady and 
Dorsey in both the star route trials, who has 
been indicted for having received stolen zoods, 
has given to_the public a letter, in which he 
says that the ch tis ‘‘a monstrous lie” and 
that the Grand Jury knew it wasalie. He 
declares that his action in relation to the stolen 
watches and other goods was ‘‘ wholly in my 
professional capacity.” He refers as follows 
to the star route cases: 


‘“*T am constrained, therefore, to believe that 
malicious apd venal influences have invaded the 
Grand Jury room, and that this indictment has 
been dictated by the ‘high officials’ whose enmity 
I seem to have aroused by exposing their criminal 
acts in connection with the star route jury. The 
purpeses of these officials and their knavigh hire- 
lidgs, one of whom has of late been permitted to 
insult the people of this District by his presence in _ 
the Grand Jury room, will be defeated, amd the 

ublic will then see that my action in this matter 
oe been honorable and just.” 


The Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee, 
which began and carried on the investigation 
which has revealed so much rottenness, says 

-that detectives and others implicated tried to 
frighten members of the committee by threat- 
ening to publish scandalous stories about them, 
and that he was so threatened. These threats 
drove several men from the committee. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—In the star route 
trial this morning Mr. Ingersoll resumed his cross- 
examination of Rerdell. The handwriting of the 
different papers had been the subject of a long in- 
quiry during the direct examination, and the same 
ground was again covered in the cross-examina 
tion, 

Q.—Is that Peck’s signature? A.—It is. 

** Pass the paper baock,”’ said Mr. Ingersoll sarca® 
tically. “If you looked at it long you might 
change your mind.” 

Mr. Merrick objected to Mr. Ingersoll’s cutting 
off the witness in the middle of his answer. 

Mr. Ingersoll denied the charge, and an angry 
passage occurred. 

Mr. Merrick said he should interrupt without re 
gard to the wishes of counsel. 

Mr. Ingersoll (warmly)—I do not want theregard 


come and would consider his regard as.an in- 
sult. 

Mr. Merrick (turning quickly toward his oppo- 
nent)—I never fre my regard toa puppy. 

Mr. Ingersoll (involuntarily picking up a heavy 
inkstand and red with anger)—You are a dirty dog. 

The court, pounding vigorously upon the desk, 
finally restored order. Judge Wylie was visibly 
shocked and outraged. 

Mr. Merrick began to explain that he had been 
pressed beyond the limits of human endurance, but 
the court, interrupting, said the language was in- 
excusable under any provocation. 

Mr. Merrick expressed his sorrow; no mambhad a 
greater respect for the court, and he would bow 
with submission to it. 

The court thought it was due to the.court that 
the remark be retracted. 

Mr. Merrick said that he would do it by direction 
of the court, but pleaded in extenuation the provo- 
cation Bape and hoped the other counsel would 
be asked to retract. 

Mr. Ingersoll deprecated the bad feeling that 
had been exhibited on this and other oceasions. 
So far us he was concerned he would willingly ie- 
more any remark. But he wanted it understood 
that no man could abuse him without resistance 
on his part. Said he: “I would do it at the dav of 
judgment if I were assailed by God—I would de- 
fend myself with my little puny power.” Batno 
man was small enouch or little enough for him to 
oppress or abuse: no man should come more 
half-way in an offer of compromise. 

The court said it regarded the occurrence as\an 
altercation between counsel, not aimed at the diz: 
nity of the court, except as being a disorder in the 
court-room, technically, perbaps, contempt. It re- 
erased ——— — poe ———. aoe by 
counsel all along; they showed no disposition to 
receive with allowance and charitable considera- 
tion what might fall from the other side, but it 
was, figuratively speaking, word and biow. im- 
peded the trial and was productive of no good. 
eounse! on both sides would P the hydrealic 
pressure upon their tempers that seemed to be 
necessary all would be well. Upon the questios 
that had precipitated the altercation the Gevern- 
ment counsel seemed to have been in the right, but 
after the quarrel had begun language had becw 
used by Mr. Merrick that should not have bee® 
used in court. But he had now magnanimousiy 
withdrawn the epithet, and the other counsel had. 
in a general way, done the same. 

After some further explanations the affair wag 
amicably settled and the entire passage stricken 
out ef the record. At the suggestion of Mr. Bliss, 
Mr. Ingersoll also consented that any offensive re- 
marks that he might have made in this or the pre 
vious trial be stricken out of the record. 

The cross-examination was then resumed. Mr. 
Ingersoll endeavored to show that while Rerdell 
was working for the Government bo had been so- 
liciting and receiving funds from Dorsey for alleged 
legal expenses. The court refused to go into the 
subject, * 

After a recess Mr. Ingersoll requested that the 
court allow Messrs. Wilson and Henkle to ask the 
witness a few qu: stions about matters concerning 
their clients, Brady, Vaile, and Miuer. So far at 
he was concerued, he had finisbed with the wit 
ness. wa" 

Mr. Merrick eonsented to the proposition, and 
Mr. Henkle put some questions to the witnes» 
touching the preparation of affidavits and peti 
tions connected with the routes. During his ex: 
amination Mr. Henkle said that he had received 4 
telegram from his client--Vaile—indicating that he 
would be here to-morrow. He should like to re 
serve the privilege of asking a few questions after 
consultation with him. ; 

The court said it would consider the request 
when it was in order. . 

Mr. Wilson then examined the witness. He said 
he bad had no business interviews with either 
Tyner or French. Mr. Wilsen was pretty nearly 
right when he assumed that witmess had seer 
Brady. only a few times. Two of the visits had 
been im relation to the pay of Taylor on the Raw: 
lins route. On another occasion witness discov . 
ered that there was a duplication of service on the 
Ouray Los Pinos route and reported it to Braay..- 

Mr. Wilson endeavored to bring out the ¢on- 
versation on that occasion, asserting that it would 
show Brady’s perfect integrity, and that he had 
rescinded the order immediately. The proseecu- 
tion resisted this attempt. and the court held that 
it was not matter for cross-examination; the wit

ness ht be ealled for the defense in the proper 
time. , Wises sened an exeeption, and the 
oross-examination closed. 
_Mr. Merrick conducted the redirect examina 
tion. Witness said that S. W. Dorsey calied upon 
him in jail. The conversation with Thompson 
about the letters did not occur :n th» jail. but while 
he was hunting with that gentleman. The papers 
were gone into at some length, with the object of 
thowing a continuance of the relations between 
tbe defendants after the atleged division of 
soutes. An. acrimonious remark by one of the 
sounse! that seemed toforebode another storm 
v neutralized by Mr. Carpenter’s remarking, 
*'Let’a have the love-feast again,” (laughter,] and 
the examination continued. A long discussion 
took place upon an attempt of the prosecution to 
rove that Vaile had been forewarned of Rerdell’s 
ntended course when he gave him the $140. The 
court decided to allewthe inquiry. The witness 
said he had two conversations with Vaile on the 
subject, ope of them after December last, im which 
be told Vaile that he was in communication with the 
Government: that be was trying to get out of the 
dase, and had spoken to some of the Government 
employes. Vaile said he had done well; that if it 
had not been for the fact that he had been on the 
stand at the jast trial he would—

The witness said 
the first fact was the argument of his counsel in the 
last trial; then Dersey, as if suspecting him, came to 
the jail and threatened him with thoge letters. 
Again, his wife told him of the condition of his of- 
fice, and upon inspection. he saw that seme one 
had “gone throneh” it. Convinced that be had 
been deserted and thatit was Dorsey’s purpose to 
ret him out of the way, he them and there resolved 
to go overtothe Government, and in pursuasce 
of that resolve wert to see Mr. Woodward. Al- 
though witness did not see Brady go into Chamber- 
lain’s, he knew that be was there from conversa- 
tions with Dorsey before and after the meeting. 
Dorsey caused him to prepare alist of fines and 
deductions, taking it with him to Chamberlain's. 
Coming out. Dorsey tolf®him that Brady bad gone 
over the statement of fines and deductions and in- 
structed the witness to prepare applications for re- 
missions. 

The court said the question had been, more far- 
reaching than it had expected. 

“ The court will not listen to us,” said Mr. Wil- 
son, reproachfully. 

Mr. Carpenter—I move to strike out the answer 
aud withdraw it from the jurr. 

Mr. Wilson wanted it retained, so that he might 
have his exception, but the court finally directed 
the omission of the answer from the reeord. Rela- 
tive to the balanee-sheets, witness said the books 
bad been balanced by James W. Donnely, who fur- 
gished the receipt. Adjourned.

PROF. SUMNER’S FIGURES ANALYZED. 
Zo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of the 27th inst. you publish a 
setter from Prof, Sumner, which you indorse in an 
editorial. In closing the latter you say: ** We shall 
be giad to find space for any presentation, equally 
compact, of the protectionists’ view of the subject, 
If, indeed, that be capable of such presentation.” 
Professing myself as a disciple of the orthodex 
schoo!—the same school to which Prof. Sumner 
gives his approval—I am known as approving of 
protection to certain classes of commodities, 


though not indiscriminately to all. I therefore 
claim the fulfillment ef your promise for the fol- 
lowing presentation of the case, although it is diffi- 
cult to make the exposure of an absurdity as 
**compact” as the absurdity itself. 

The gist of Prof. Sumner’s Jetter is, that in it he 
figures out a yearly gain of $373,000,000 that would 
accrue to the Nation if the capital now engaged in 
our protected industries were destroyed and the 
laborers and capitalists employed therein were 
supported et the expense of the public, provided 
we had free access to the markets of the world. 
This result might well be considered as a reductio 
eg absurcum. But as it is so triumphantly brought 
* forth I will attempt to point out as brieily as pos- 
gible two of its more manifest absurdities. 

In the first place, Prof. Sumner assumes that the 
prices of protected goods always exceed the prices 
et which they could ‘be imported by the whole 
amount of the duty. The fact is, as he must be 
aware, for his attention bas frequently been ealled 
to the misstatement, that they do net do so by 
perbaps 50 percent. I also suspect, though I have 
not the figures at hand to substantiate the suspi- 
clon, that he has obtained his average duty 
of 484% per cent. without modifying it at 
ell by the quantities affected by the vary- 
ing rates, These considerations reduce by 
certainiy over one-half the loss to comsumers, 
which he figures at $1,600,000,000. If we call this 
loss $700,000,000 we cannot be far out of the way. 
That Prot. Summer's figuring is grossly erropeous 
is evident from the fact that he claims that foreign 
nations would werk up theraw material which cost 
us $3,400,000,000 into manufactured goods which 
they would sell to us for $3,700,000,000. This is 
eguivalent to saying that manufactured goods 
bring on the average only about 10 per cent. more 
than the raw material frem which they are made 
costs us. 

Again, bis own figures show that profits to the 
amount of $952,000,000 resulted from these indus- 
tries. If our artisans are to be supported in idle- 
ness the whole of the capital that employed them 
and earned these profits must “goto ruin,” (to 
quote both Prof. Sumner and your editorial.) as 
other industries are alreadv employing all or near- 
ly all the capital they can profitably utilize. Under 
our present arrangements these are as much an ad- 
dition te the national income as any other profits 
or as money wages themselves. 

Prof. Sumner’s nice little sum is as follows: 


Loss, wages ,900, 
Ten percent. on capital... 79,000,000—1,227,000,000 
Net gain $373,000,000 
Corrected according to the trne state of the 
facts ana in entire accordance with every argu- 
ment in fayor of free trade, and without the in- 
trusion of a single economic principle that bears 
in favor of protection, it will read as follows: 


Ten per cent. on capita . 000, 
Profits destroyed -- 952,000,000—2,179, 000,060

A difference of only $1,852,000,000 in the result. 

If, instead of our 2.700,000 artisans being sup- 
ported in idleness, their labor was utilized in in- 
dustries, now unprotected, they would have to 
create a Value greater than this $1,479,000,00u be- 
fore any loss would accrue as the resuit of our 
tariff. As such industries employ a relatively 
pmall amount-of capital, and their gross wages 
would be under rather than above the sum of 
$948,000,000 now received, it can be safely asserted 
that the value produced would be several hundred 
millions less than this amount. And this result has 
been reached without bringing into consideration 
p single one of the economic principles—such as 
are involved in the equation of international de- 
mand, the margin of cultivation, &0., which have 
na bearing favorable to the policy of protection 
according to the strictest canons of orthodox eco- 
nomics.

PARTISANSHIP IN ALBANY 


—_—.——_ 
LEGISLATING REPUBLICANS OUT 
OF OFFICE. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE BUFFALO CHARTER— 
THE POOL BILL DEFEATED—POLITICAL 
ASSESSMENTS PROHIBITED. 

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Thé dull routine of work 
in the Assembly to-day was interrupted for a few 
moments by a political debate over amendments 
to the charter of the city of Buffalo. Mr. Cor- 
nelius Donohue had the amendments in charge, 
and when Mr. Ernst, his Republican colleague, at- 
tempted to modify them he raised a whoop that 
alarmed the House and rallied the unterrified to 
his support. The Democrats of Buffalo, having 
recently elected one of their own kind to the office 
of Mayor, are desirous of obtaining exclusive con- 
trol of some of the city departments, among them 
the Police Department, of which Republicans are 
at present at the head. The amendments au- 
thorize the Mayor to appoint two Police Com- 
missioners without consuiting the Aldermen 
in the matter. Mr. Ernst desired that 


each of the twe political parties of the city should 
be represented in this new board, and it was 
against this that Mr. Donohye deolaimed with all 
the vigor he possessed. Messrs. Cary. of Cat- 
taraugus, Gov. Cleveland’s intimate friend and 
ceunselor; Spinola, and Benediet all took turns at 
Re tehorine oar and assisted Donohue out of deep 
water. 

Mr..Benedict in the eourse’of his usual vigorous 
political remarks surprised the Republicans by 
saying that President Arthur had, within 24 hours. 
appointed to litical offiee two men who ha 
voted for the Democratic tioket quite as often as 
they had the Republican since Mr. Conkling was 
defeated for re-election to the Senate. Mr. Benedict 
referred particularly to the Newburg appointee for 
Postmaster, Mr, Dickey. Messrs. Farrar, 
Howe. Van Allen, Hawley, and J. W. Brooks 
protested against the extreme partisanship that 
was shown by the promoters of this Buffalo proj- 
ect, for on its face it was nothing but an attempt 
to legislate Republicans out. of office in order that 
men of the Democratic faith should be given places 
at the public crib. The amendments received their 
third reading, and were passed by a strict party 
vote. 

The Pool bill received its death blow when it was 
placed on its fina! passage. 1t amended the law so 
as to permit pools to be sold only on the grounds 
of racing associations on days when races are ac- 
tually in progress. Col. Murpby had charge of the 
bill, but owing to some disagreement between him 
and the conservator of the good merals of Kings, 
Mr. Burns, the Jatter called attention to the meas- 
ure in deelamatory language, in which were pic- 
tured the ruined homes ot pool-buyers and the 
suicidal death even of some of the gentry who bet 
on horseflesh. Although Mr. Burns’s oratory can 
hardly be claimed to have had the effect of slaying 
the bill, it wag lost by a vote of 35 to 60, 

The bill prohibiting political assessments, by Mr. 
J. W. Brooks, of Putnam, was passed by a vote of 
77 to 1, the member recording himself against being 
a Democrat, Mr. Cleary, of Rensselaer. It was 
first amended so as to be somewhat more explicit 
in the matter of candidates for office in the man- 
ner suggested by its friends after they had seen 
the ambiguous section which Farmer Brooks in- 
serted when the Committee of the Whole had it 
under consideration. The eighth section of the 
bill now reads as follows: 

Section 8. Whoever alone or with others shall make 
or tender or offer to procure or cause any nomination 
or appointment for any office or place, or take part in 
so doing. and whoever shall accoepe or request any 
such nomination or appointment by reason of the 
payment, or upon the condition or understanding, 
whether expressed or implied, of the Peypces or any 
promise to pay any money or thing of value for any 
political purposes shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and al) the provisions of this act shall be deemed as 
applicable 1; respect of any person being or seeking 
to be made a candidate for any office or place, as they 
are in respect of any office or public employe, 

Among the bills introduced was one by Mr. J. 
W. Higgins, of Niagara, enlarging tke sphere of 
operations of the existing election laws. In addi- 
tion to swearing that he has all the qualifications 
necessary to entitle him to vote. a challenged voter 
is required to declare under oath what his political 
aftiliations are. In this way Mr. Higgins believes much 
can be done in the way of curing the evil of per- 
mitting Democrats to contrel Republican primaries 
or vice versa.

A BREEZE IN THE SENATE 
LIERvT.-GOV. HILL’S PARTISAN DECISION— 
REPUBLICAN SZXNATORS INDIGNANT. 

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—The Senate managed to 
rouse a little excitement to-day for the first time 
during the session. The Capitol Commission bil) 
furnished the occasion, but the extraordinary 
ruling of Lieut.-Gov. Hill was the immediate cause. 
This bill, whieh was under discussion when the 
Senate adjourned yesterday, was taken up again 
half an hour before the time of adjournment to- 
day, and the dedate was resumed on Mr. Titus’s 


motion to amend so as to give the Governor 
the appointment of; the new Capitol Com- 
missioner without the confirmation of the Sen- 
ate. The amendment was defeated by 
a vote of 12 yeas to 18 nays. Several 
other amendments were then proposed, among 
them one py Mr. McArthur, (Republiean,) that the 
new Commissioner should not be permitted to 
make contracts for work on the Capitol until the 
Legislature had made the necessary appropriations 
therefor. Pending the discussion of this motion 
the Senate clock indicated that only five minutes 
remained before the hour of adjournmest, and, by 
unanimous consent, the committee rose and report- 
ed progress. After getting into the Senate Mr. 
Titus, who was becoming impatient for the passage 
of the bill, moye to disagree with the report of the 
committee and order it to a third reading. The 
Republicans excitedly opposed this attempt 
to enforce a gay law and cut off debate on 
so important a _ bill, and Mr. Thomas, 
having got possession of the floor, proceeded to 
debate Titus’s motion, with the evident intent to 
consume the time till the heur of adjournment was 
reached. Mr. Coyert here moved to extend the 
time of the session, but Mr. Thomas insisted that 
the floor could not be taken away ftom bim to put 
any such motion. He made this point of order, but 
the Lieutenant-Governor declared it not well taken, 
and in spite of several protests from Republican 
Senators he hastily put the motion toa viva voce 
vote, and, igmoring a call fora count, declared it 
carried, although it was manifest to all present 
that the nays had it. 

This was the first exhibition of unfairness or 
partisan bias that has been made by Lieut.-Gov. 
Hill this session, and it produeed quite a sensation. 
The debate was then resumed on Titus’s motion, 
but it was devoted more to censure of the unfair 
ruling of the Chair than to the merits of the ques- 
tion. On the first opportunity Mr. Titus called for 
the yeas and nays on his motion, whereupon Mr. 
Pitts moved to lay it on the table. He compli- 
mented the President on the fairness, impartiality, 
and good temper shown by him heretofore, and 
expressed his surprise at the contrary course 
which, through haste or inadvertanee, he 
had pursued to-day. Mr. Pitts’s motion to lay 
on the table was carried—yeas 14, nays 13, Messrs. 
Grady and Trearor voted with the Republicans, 
and gave a8 areason that Mr. Thomas had been 
unfairly treated in baving the floor taken from 
him by what they regarded as uaparliamentary 
ruling of the Chair, and they were not willing to 
profit by any advantage gained to the friends of 
the bill by sueh means. At the same time they ex- 
pressed themselves in sympathy with the biil, as 
we)] as with the party that was pushing it through 
the Legisiature. After this vote the Senate ad- 
journed, Jeaving the Capitol Commission bill to be 
fought out bereafter. 

Another bill, introduced by Mr. Titus yesterday, 
and favorably reported from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to-day by Homer A. Nelson, may be regard- 
ed as a part and parcel of the spoils-hunting legis- 
lation that instigated the Capito! Commission bill 
and the many otker partisan measures that have 
distinguished this Legislature. Mr. Titus’s bill 
provides that where an office is to become vacant 
during the recess of the Legislature it may be 
filled im advance by the Governor, who may 
before the close of the present sessien send in his 
nominations to fill the vaeancies, and have them 
confirmed by the present Senate. This unprece- 
dented piece of partisan legislation is instigated by 
afear that the next Semate may be Republican, 
and not so ready aa the present one to confirm the 
nominations of Democrats to fill offices held by 
Republicans. The tact that Mr. Titus, the author 
of this brilliant Democratic contrivance, is from 
Buffalo, and is an intimate friend of Gov. Cleve- 
land, may lead some people to suppose that the 
Governor approves, if he does not ask for, this kind 
of legislation; but those who have talked with him 
say that he has no sympathy with this or with 
many other partisan trieks reserted to by his 

Democratic associates. He will haye an oppor- 
tunity to show whetker thisissoor not when the 
bills come to him for his signature. 

The Senate passed several bills, among which 
was the bill authorizing Brooklyn to raise $15,000 
to purchase land for the approaches to the bridge. 
Mr. Fitzgeraid’s bi!l to authorize policemen to act 
as boiler inspectors and turn over the fees for in- 
spection to the Police pension fund was defeated, 
as was also Mr. Titus’s bill to abolish imprisonment 
on final judgment in civil actions. Mr. Kooh’s bill 
reorganizing the Board of Education by creating 
eight school districts, which shall elect two Com- 
missioners each, with nine membersto be elected 


at large, thus making a board of 25 members, was | 


favorably reported from the Committee on Lit-

Ex-Assem- 
blyman Hampden Robb. of New-York, 
Congressman Dorsheimer, Bishop Doane, of Al- 
bany. and ex-Senator Sprague, of Buffalo, favored 
the bill, advancing the same arguments as had 
been made before the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee.

KELLY AND THE CHARTER. 
ARRIVAL IN ALBANY TO LECTURE—~A CUE TO 
THE DESIRES OF TAMMANY. 

ALBany, Feb. 28,—John Kelly arrived to 
night aceompanied by a select crowd of Demo- 
cratic politicians, among them being ex-Surrogate 
Calvin, Aldermen Sauer, Martin, and Grant, Luke 
F. Cozzens, J. J. Moriarity, ana ex-Judge Quinn. 
Mr. Kelly lectures in the old Capitol building to- 
morrow night upon ‘“*The History of the Early Irish 
Settlers in Amorica. How their Descendants Fell 
into the Possession of Tammany Hall, &c.” His 
New-York companions, with a single exception, de- 
clared that they bad come to Albany expressly to 


hear the lecture. He frankly admitted to some of 
his Republican acauaintances that interest in 
the New-York charter amendments had not en- 
tirely abated. The speech of Gen. Spinola in 
the House to-day on the amendments to the Buf- 
falo charter has given a cue to the desires of 
Tammany. The scheme of amending that charter 
plece by piece ran along so smootbly that its adep- 
tion is quite possible in the case of the New-York 
City charter. As the Police Department is the dearest 
to the Tammany heart, no surprise will now be 
created if a measure is introduced reducing the 
number of Commissioners to two, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor at an early date. Another 
bill inereasing the number of offices for heelers 
will be favorably reported to the Assembly to-mer- 
row. This is the old scheme to appoint gas in- 
spectors, although it is ostensibly in the interest of 
cheaner gae. 

A great deal of work is being done by the more 
partisan Democrats in behalf of Mr. Bliss, whose 
seat is contested by Mr. Spragae. Mr. Bliss him- 
self bas been making personal appeals to the mem- 
bers to vote to retain him In his seat. It is expect- 
ed that a bitter fight will take place on the ques- 
tion, which comes up for decision to-mvorrew 
night. Ifthe Republicans are all present enough 
Democratic members may vote with them to give 
Mr. Sprague the seat that rightly belongs to him. 
Mr. Kelly, itis saiad, is determined that Mr. Bliss 
shall keep his seat, and he, may utilize the day in 
impressing his views upon the Democratsin Albany. 


BAD PROSPECTS FOR WHEAT. 
Irom the London Telegraph. 

It is stated by a trustworthy authority that 
there has neyer been a werse prospect for the 
wheat crop in theseislands at this season of the 
year than there is at present. The very serious 
consequences involved in this anticipation can 
hardly be overestimated. There is no branch of 
British trade, enterprise, and commerce, no de- 
partment of our social life, upon which agricul- 


tural depression does not exercise a powerful, if 
not paramount, influence. Every industry in the 
country is affected direetly or indirectly by the 
well-being or the reverse of the landed and farm- 
ing interest<, and to the seyen more or less un- 
favorable harvests which we have had since 
1876, inclusive of that year, it sppears more 
than probable at this moment that an eighth is 
about to be added. The stars in their courses 
have, in fact, tought against the British farmer 
for so many seasons that not a few are beginning 
to give up all bope. One of the mest sagacions 
land agents in the West of Encland has lately 
written that ‘‘rents in this neighborhood have 
now settled down finally at a redaction of from 
15 to 20 per cent., and I do not think there is any 
general discontent om that head: but the constant 
wet takes away what chance farmers may lave of 
growing oats and bariey at a profit from deficiency 
of yield and expense of harvesting. At 5s. a 
bushel wheat, of course, will not pay. Unless, 
however, we are seon to have the blessing of dry 
Sprizgs and hot Summers once moreI do not see a 
future either for tenants or landlords.” Up- 
pleasant and discouraging as the prospect may 
be it cannot be ignored. indeed, the 
signs of the times were the subject of 
such general and alarmed conversation in 
Mark-lane and other agricultural baunts 
and markets on Saturday last, that it were vain to 
prophesy smooth things, or, in Sir Richard Steele's 
words, “to play upon the lute when we ought to 
be blowing the alarm trumpet.”’ The proportion 
of land sown thus far in wheat was probably not 
more than two-thirds of the usual aereage devoted 
down to the end of January to that cereal in these 
islands. Since then the weather has been se per- 
sistently wet that the planting of wheat has been 
almost entirely cheeked. und it will soon be too 
late for farmers to feel any inclination to sow it at 
all, exeept in those comparatively few districts 
where Spring varieties are usualiy successful. The 
incessant rain basin many places rotted the seed 
as it lay in the saturated ground, and the slugs 
favored by moisture have devoured net a little of 
the buried grain.

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TAXATION OF RAILROADS.

STRUGGLING AGAINST 

MONGPOLIES. 

MEASURES TO COMPEL RAILROAD COMPA: 
NIES TO BEAR THEIR SHARE OF THE 
PUBLIO BURDENS IN NEW-JERSEY. 


TRENTON, Feb. 28.—Evidence of a decidedly 
progressive sentiment ameng New-Jersey legisla- 
tors on the question of railroad taxation was the 
reporting favorably by the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary to-dey of Senator Paxton's constitu- 
tional amendments, providing forthe condemna- 
tion of the property and franchises of the Penn- 
sylvaria and Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroads. They were accompanied by an amend- 
ment, which makes them even broader In their 
scope than as originally introduced. This amend- 
ment provides for the condemnation not only of 
the property of these two roads, but of all other 
railroads shielding themselves from the tax-gather- 
er behind irrepealable charters. A bjll introduced 
by Senator Griggs, of Passaic, a day or two ago in 
connection with this subject, promises to become 


no less important a feature in _ railroad 
legislation than these of Senator Pax- 
ton’s. Its title is “an act to impese 
auniform State tax upon the property of railruad 
and canal companies.” Its first provision is that 
all the property of such companies not used for 
railroad purposes shall be assessed and taxed by 
the same Assessors and in the same manrer and at 
the same rate as other private property in the 
same taxing districts. Forthe taxation of rail- 
road and canal property used. in their business 
and for the purposes of their business, the bill cre- 
ates a State Board of Assessors to eonsist of three 
members, to be nominated by the Governer 
to the Senate. These Assessors are to 
meet in this city on the first Tuesday 
of May in each year, and proceed to 
ascertain the value and extent of the real estate 
used for railroad purposes, including road-bed, 
tracks, £e., and then the taxable personal prop- 
erty of the roads, and the cash value of the capital 
stock and franchises of the roads; and the tax Is to 
be imposed on the aggregate value, colleeted by 
the local Assessors, under heavy penalties for de- 
fault in performance on their pert, and paid into 
the State Treasury. if the companies fail to pay 
their tax within a year the State Treasurer may 
sue them. The money thus collected is to be’ap- 
lied, first, to meet the suproseietions made from 
t by the Legislature, and, if any remains, then the 
State Treasurer, retaining one-half of 1 percent. on 
the assessed valuation. shall apportion the residne 
among the various tax’ng districts in proportion to 
the amount of taxable railroad property in each. 
Roads claiming exemption under irrenealable 
charters are required to file schedules showin 
what of their property they claim to be exempt, 
and they cannot acquire any hew properties here- 
after except such as the company may be entitled 
to acquire and hold pursuant to their contract with 
the State. 

The all-important question came up later in the 
day. in the shape of an argument before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Corporations over Mr. Cator’s 
bill for the taxation of the railroads, which passed 
the House last week. The Hon. Thomas N. McCar- 
ter, of Newark, who appeared In opposition to the 
bill, made tae argument especially interesting by 
attacking the grounds on which Mr. Cator hopes 
to get over the irrepealable exemptions of the 
roads. In the case of the Morris and Essex Rail- 
road the United States Supreme Court has declared 
that the charter, under which the State gaVe it ex- 
emption from local taxation, cannot be repealed 
by the State Legislature. Mr. Cator thinks, how- 
ever, that the exemptions thus set up are wipes out 
by the fourteenth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, which requires every State to 
extend to all persons—and corporations have 
been held to persons—the equal 
protection of itslaws. The court had decl .in 
asuit between the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
the town of San Metao, in Calitornia, tbat the dis- 
tinction made by the town against the railroad in 
the matter of taxation was repugnant to that 
amendmont. Mr. Vator claims that the distinctions 
made in the New-Jersey tax levies, in favor of the 
railroads and agaiast all other classes of tax-payers, 
are just as repugnant to the amendment, and in 
accordance with this view he began, in the State 
Supreme Court, a suit to set aside the last tax 
levy of Jersey City. Therule hg had secured—to 
require the city to show cause—was dismissed the 
other day because he was not prepared to argue 
it, but he was given leave to renew the suit, so 
that he yet hopes to make his plea effective. Mr. 
McCarter this afternoon read from the opinion 
of the eourt, by Judge Miller, in the 
San Metso case, in opposition to Mr. 
Cator's own view of what it maintained. 
The quoted paragravh was: **So, in regard to the 
express prolibitions upon the States, contained in 
the Federal Constitution. They apply to taxation 
and to any other action of the State. They cannot 
be evaded under the plea that the State possesses 
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the unrestricted power to tax. Where, for exam- 
ple, a State has stipulated for a valid considera- 
tion to exempt certain property from taxation, 
the stipulation cannot subsequently be with- 
drawn and the property subjected to taxation.” 
Mr. Cator replied to this that the decision was 
that of only four Judges of the seven on the 8u- 
preme Court bench, and that Chief-Justice Chase, 
who was one of the minority, held the question of 
the rigbt of the State te sell out its sovereignty to 
the railroads could not be closed to discussion and 
reviewal. The Attorney-General of New-Jersey, 
in his testimoney before the Railroad Tax Com- 
mission, testified his belief that in the present state 
of putiic opinion the court would probably; re- 
verse its decision in the Morris and Essex Railroad 
case, and uphold the State's right to tax them.

Deafand Dumb Asylum Commis- 
sioners—Theodore W. Morris, Richard L. Howell, 
and - samaad L. Pierson. The nominations were re- 
ferred.

A CRIMINAL’S SUICIDE 
——_— 
A GERMAN DEFAULTER, ARRESTED ON THE 
BOTHNIA, IMMEDIATELY SKROOTS HIMSELF. 
Johannes Geiselman, a native ot Jecken- 
hausen, Wartemberg, and a steerage passenger on 
the Cunard steamer Bothnia, was arrested on his ar- 
rival at Quarantine, about 6:30 o’clock last evening, 
and immediately afterward shot himself. Geisel- 
man was arrested on a warrant sworn ont by Lud- 
wig Raschd@au, Acting Consul-General of Germany, 
at this port, and issued by United States Commis- 


sioner Deuel. The warrant was teken out on 
the receipt of a cablo message from Berlin, 
announcing that Geiselman had been a mail-car- 
rier, and had embezzled public money to the 
amount of 1,400 marks, or about $300. He began his 
pliferings in July, 1882, and continued them antil 
the early part of last month. He then left War- 
temberg and went to Basle, Switzerland, where 
he purchased his ticket through to this coun- 
try. He journeyed to Havre, thence to Southamp- 
ton, and thence to Liverpool, where he took 
the steamer. He was accompanied by a Swiss, 
who proved to be also acriminal. and was arrested 
at Liverpool and sent back. This made a strong 
impression on Goiselman, and he was afterward in 
constant dread of a similar fate. When the Swiss 
Jeft Getselman he gave him asingle-barreled pistol. 
On the passage across the man appeared to 
be uneasy. United States Deputy Marshal 
who was intrusted with the 
ease, boarded the steamer on her arrival at 
Quarantine. After some inguiries he found his 
map, whose real name was on the ship's passenger 
list. The Marsnal questioned Gelselman, when the 
latter immediately suspected that be was abeut to 
be arrested, and offered the Marshal all his 
money. He had 500 marks in paper money, 
170 in gold, and a draft in his sachel.

ERINARY COLLEGE.

The building was crowded be- 
fore the ceremonies were begun. Mr. Samuel 
Marsh presided, and there were also on the 
platform. Profs, A. Liautard, William Darling, 
Robertson, and Coates; Henry Bergh, John T. 
Howard, W. H. Barbour, Dr. F. D. Weisse, 
Hamilton Busbey, and Prof. D. O. Doremus. 
The members of the graduating class, in evening 
dress, occupled the front row of seats in the 
orchestra chairs. Prof. Charles A. Doremus 


awarded the special prizes. Franklin J. Hanshew 
recelved a gold medal for ing the best general 
examination. ‘Two standard veterinary works 
were awarded to Harris L. Alderman, and a gold 
medal and a set of surgical instruments were pre- 
sented to Richard Kay, of California. W. R. J. 
Mitcbell, of the Class of °'84, received a silver 
medal for Passing the best examination in his 
class, Samuel K. Johnson, of the graduating class, 
delivered the valedictory adcress, and an address 
to the graduating class was delivered by the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher. Mr. Beecher sald he had 
pot dared to trust himself to the delivery of an ex- 
temporaneous address, and he hoped the audience 
would bear with him while he read from manu- 
script. “In fact. you’ve got to,” hesaid. “ Human 
life may be of more importance than the life of an 
animal,” he continued, ‘and yet the veterinary 
surgeon may rank as high as him who ministers 
to bumanity. A man need not necessarily be an ass 
because he cares for horses.”” The general struc- 
ture of mammals below man was the same as the 
structure of human beings. Their functions were 
the same. In the study of the lower animal king- 
dom men ranked as high as those who studied the 
human body. Huxley. Lubbock, and Darwin 
earned their fame largely by the study of the lower 
animals. ‘Mar may be at the head of creation,” 
he said, “ but there is a considerable part of crea- 
tion besides man. Little as we may like to recog- 
nize our relations, we are likely to be obliged to 
do so before long.” In the study of the embryonic 
man and the embryonic deg it would puzzle one 
to tell which wes which, and, indeed, often when 
they had developed and grown up it would seem 
that there was the same liability to mistake. The 
dog often performed more with igstinct than his 
martes ce with aie mind. 
rd eves me tosay,” continued Mr. Beecher, 
“that in all the Scriptures there Is not one word of 
pee for dogs. They have the grandest instincts. 
an is the only animal who degrades himself. 
There are no drunkards, no giuttons, on the earth 
= among men. Animals seldom overstep or 
break ibe laws, while men break the laws b 
wholesale. The diseases from which animals suf- 
fer do not come from excesses. Man /s at war 
with himself everywhere and always.” Ifever there 
wasa faithful animalit was the horse. Inthe 
opaleseent vision of St. John in the Apocalypse the 
orse was deemed worthy of being associated with 
the gods, Loving liberty, how readily he submits to 
bondage. He is ten times stropger than man, 
and yet how submissive to man’s will! If a horee 
but Enew bis rights and his power, no man could 
abuse or maltreat him. His self-abnegation de- 
served a better fate. “ He is the servant of alland 
the slave of all and abused of all." He begins 
life with one year ae a colt, and wkea at last he 
has ceased to be useful to the peddler he has *' the 
only privilege of his life—the privilege of dying.” 
In war the horse is “‘as sensitive to danger as the 
most nervous of men. When the trampet 
calls he swallows his fear and offers 
his life as readily as a brave and 
patient man. Yet for him there is ne reward, no 
glittering medal, ne honorable mention in the 
Gazette, and no pension.” The draft horse was 
more to be admired than the racer. He was the 
family friend. What a debt was due him wkich 
Was never repaid! ‘The physician uses him from 
door to door, and coliects his inevitable and in- 
exorable fee, but the horse gets nothing but the 
privilege of going again, and often without even 
an ‘oat-stiver.’ It ought to givea man pleasure to 
be called to minister to the sufferings of this most 
human and most abused of allanimals.’’ Then taere 
was the cow, ‘‘not the one that pastures at the 
pomp. nor the distillery cow that the devil foster

OBJECTIONS TO THE INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN 
THE HOUSE CONFEREES—THE ARM AND 
LEG PENSION BILL PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A message was re- 
celyed announcing the names of the Howse con- 
ferees on the Internal Revenue and Tariff bill. At 
Mr. GarLann’s request the message was read. Mr. 
GARLAND then asked to have read from the Con- 
gressional Record the resolution of the Honse in- 
structing its canferees “to consider fully .the con- 
stitutional objections to the Internal Revenue bill 
as amended by the Senate, and to bring the same, 
together with the opinion of the House in regard 
thereto, before the committee of conference,” and 
moved to reconsider the motion by whieh the Sen- 
ate had agreed to a conference. 

Mr. INGALts raised the point of order that it was 
not in order to read or refer to particular words or 
acts of the other honse upon pending measures. 

The Presipent said he saw no objection to read- 
ing the resolution, and overruled the point ef 
order. 

Mr. Bayarp thought it was notin order to have 
the record of the House proceedings read for the 
purpose of affecting the action cf the Senate. He 


agreed with Mr. Garlanc that the Senate had ap- 
pointed its committee fora full and free confer- 
ence, and no other, and sald that if. upon meeting 
the House committee, the conferees on the part of 
the Senate should fied thet such a conference 
could not be had, it would be their duty to return 
and report that fact to the Senate. 

Mr. GaRLanp said that his motion to reconsider 
was made in good faith. He had voted for the 
conference yesterday in the belief that the Senato 
was in possession of all that the House had done 
in this matter, but pow it turned out from the 
official record that, practically.a fraud had been 
committed upon the Senate, and there could be no 
full and free conference under the conditions made.

The Senate then resumed the consideration of 
the bill to give increased pensions (340 a month) to 
one-armed and one-legged soldiers and others suf- 
fering from equivalent disabilities. The pending 
question was on the motion of Mr. Vest to strike 
out tke words “Or shall have suffered disability 
equal thereto.” 

Mr. Vooruggs declared himself in favor of the 
bill, and called attention to some figures showing 
that in 1870 the number of soldiers who had suf- 
fered amputation was less than 15,000, and one-half 
of those men were now dead and buried. The 
vital statisties on this subject were appalling. 
They showed beyond question that the average 
diminution of life suffered by those losing a ieg or 
af arm was 15 years. 

Mr. Van Wrck said that if the desire of the 
Senate was to defeat the bill, that was one thing, 
but if there was any real intention that increased 
pensions should be given to those suffering from 
special disabilities, there was no class more in 
need or deserving of such recognition than the 
class proposed to be struck out by Mr. Vest—per- 
sons laboring under disabilities equivalent to the 
loss of an arm oraleg. and who,in mapy cases, 
suffered really more than those who had lost limbs. 

_Mr. Staten said that the total increase of pen- 
sions proposed by the bill would be over $6,000,000 
annually, but the “equivalent disability” clause 
would undoubtedly fucrease for some years. 

Mr. Logan opposed a motion made by Mr. Har- 
ris to postpone the bill. Its postponement meant 
its defeat. The men applying for am increase of 
pensions were entitied to a fair hearing before the 
Senate of the United States, and if the pending 
bill was defective the proper thing to do was not 
to postpone it, but to amend and passit. The 
highest pensions granted, er to be granted, would 
not compensate these soldiers for their sufferings, 
aud the complaints sometimes heard about taxing 
the people to pay pensions originated not among 
the people at their homes, but with members of 
Congress.

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WESTERN UNION’S STOCK 


THE INJUNCTION RESTRAINING 
TRANSFERS SET ASIDE. 
FUDGE INGRAHAM DECIDES THAT THE ILLE- 
GAL Ys HAVING BEEN CONSUMMATED 
THE REMEDY IS IN ACTION AGAINST 


_ THE DIRECTORS. 
In the suit of William S. Williams, a stock- 
holder of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
against thet corporation, Judge Ingraham, in Su- 
perior Court, Chambers, yesterday decided to set 
aside the temporary injunction which restrained 
the defendant from transferring on its books from 
the names of persons who were its stockholders in 
January, 1681, stock issued to'them in the form of 
e dividend in accordanée with the agreement un- 
ger which the Western Union absorbed the Ameri- 
ean Union and Atlantic and Pacifie Telegraph 
Companies. The amount of the’stock dividend 
was $15,526,590, and the making of it was declared 
Mlegal by the Superior Court, General Term, on the 
ground that it was in violation of a statute, and 
that the stock should only have been issued to di- 
rect purchasers. In his opinion, after reciting the 
sircumstances of the litigation that has been going 
on since 1881, Judge Ingraham says: “ The statute 
that prohibits the issuing of the stock in question 
provides that it shall not be lawful for the Direc- 
tors or managers of any corporation to make divi- 
fends excepting from surplus profits arising from 


the business of such corporation; that it shall not 
be lawful for the Directors to divide, withdraw, or 
fm any way pay tothe stockholders any part of 
the capital stock of such eompany; to discount 
any note or other evidence ef debt in payment of 
any installment actually called in on any stock of 
said company, or to discount any note to enable 
any stockholder to withdraw any part of the 
money paid by him for bis stock. The Directors 
hére prohibited from doing what was before 
and it is pronounced unlawful for the Direc- 
tors to do what is here prohibited. Of course, 
before it actually was done. before the dividend 
‘was paid or capital stock distributed, the court 
gould, and should, deciare such @n act to be un- 
Jawfnl, and restrain the Directors from doingsuch 
an iliezal act; Dui after it is accomplished and the 
dividend paid or the stock distributed, what in 
such case is the remedy? This remedy the statute 
provides: 

“andincaseof any violation of the provisions of 
this section the Directors untler whidse ad ministra- 
tion the same may have happened. except those who 
may have caused their dissent therefrom tobe entered 
gt on the minutes of the caid Directors at the 
time, or were not present when the same did happen,

“This,” continues Judge Ingraham, “is a pen- 

ty for the violation of the prohibition contained 
E the section, and must be so construed. It is 
well settled that where a statute creates a new of- 
fense by making unlawful what was before lawful 
and prescribes a particular penalty and moideé of 
enforcing it, or where a statute creates anew richt 
and prescribes a remedy the statute must be fol- 
jowed, and any one who attempts to inflict such a 
penalty or to enforce such aright must do so as 
directed by the statute. * * * In this case dis- 
tributing the cspital stock jis declared illegal, 
and in ease of any violation of the act 
the Directors. &c., shall be jointly and severa)- 
ty liable to the corporation to the full amount 
of the stock, * * * It now appears that the 
capital stock has been divided; the act forbidden 
by the statute is complete; the statute has been 
wiolated and the penalty incurred. That this 
brings the case within the rule laid down in the 


cases cited appears to me to be established beyond 
adoubt. By the statute the liability of the Directors 


4s fixed. The penalty is incurred; they are jointiy 
and severally indebted to the corporation to the 
full amount of the stock so divided. As this is in 


the natare of a penalty, the arount of the capital | 
gtock becomes at onve by the wrongful act due to | 
the company from the Directors. There is no pro- | 


vision for a rebate of the amountif any of the stock 
ould be canceled, but if the statute has 
violated the whole $15,000,000 is due now to 

a company as a penalty for the wrongful act. 
bat power, therefore, has the court to declare 
void anc order to be canceled a portion of this 
stock so issued and for which the Directors have to 
pay? The liability has attached. They owe the 
money for the stock issued, and the moment that 
money is paid to the company the stock then be- 
comes valid full-paid stock, and no one has a right 
to question it, It follows, therefore, that the re- 
Nef to which the plaintiff will be entitled if 
succeeds in this action will be 6 
ag given by the statute violated, 
. that the Directors who were present 

at the meeting at which the stock was directed to 
be distributed and did not cause their dissent to 
be entered on the minutes, pay tothe telegraph 
eompeey the full amount of the capital stock so 
divided, and that the eorporatio nor the plaintiff be 
restricted to such a judgment. It does not appear, 
therefore, that plaintiff is entitled to judgment 
ainst the defendant; that the stock issued should 
canceled, or that the company should not trans- 

fer it,and the motion for an injunction to re- 

* strain such transfer must therefore be denied. 
Although putting the decision of the motion 
on the ground above stated, I do not think 
that the necessary or proper parties are before the 
court to entitle plaintiff to have the stock canceled 
pee its transfer enjoined. This stock in question 
passed into the bands of persons other than 
the parties to this action. It is in their hands 
property; an assignmsnt by them~ without the 
transfer on the books of the company passes the 
title of the transferrer to the transferee, and, al- 
though it was stock issued illegally and without 
consideration, still I do not see how a court can 
declare thut it is void and order it to be canceled 
without having the holders of such stock before 
the court and giving them a chance to be heard. 
The condition ef affairs is very different now from 
what it was at the time of the first trial. Then no 
stock had been issued, and the rights of no one ex- 
cept the parties before the court would be affected 
by the judgment asked for. But nowthe stock 
been issued and a considerable portion of it 

as been sold and transferred. Under such cir- 
cumstances I think that before the court should 


direct the stock to be canceled or restrain its trans- | 


fer the bolders thereof must be in some way be- 
fore the court.”

A MODEST AFRICAN Pk. 


GOING HOME TQ HIS SUBJECTS AFTER AN 
_ ABSENCE OF FOUR YEARS, 

Among the passengers who stood upon the 
deck -of the Guion steam-ship Wyoming, just be- 
fore her departure yesterday morning for Liver- 
dool, was a young Afriean Price. He was very 
black and appeared: to be about 16 years of age. 
He wore a dark overcoat, the upper button-hole 
of which bore evidences of having recently been 
darned by some one who was a novice in that art. 
Beneath this overcoat the dusky Prince wore an 
ordinary business suit. His lips were thick and 
his face did not indicate any unusual amount of in- 
telligence. A striking feature about the young 
Prince, however, was that he appeared perfectly 
free from any desire for display. He spoke Eng- 
lish, but his information seemed to be somewhat 
limited. He said that bis name was Ulysses Park- 
Jav and that hs was the Prince of the Pessah tribe. 
He did not know how many subjects he had, but 
he believed there were a good many of 
them. He left bome when abeut 12 years 

'of age and came to this country with 
@ merchant. He studied with a colored 
clergyman here and enjoyed his visit to this coun- 
| try v much. From here he was going to Ton- 
| don, where he would continue his studies, for a 
| few months longer. Some of his subjects were 
| peaceable, while others were warlike, but as to 
| the proportions of these elements he had little or 
no knowledge. Some of his people were Chris- 
tians, while others were Mohammedans. Some 
got along without any reliion. He said quite 
modestly that he was not a Christian himself. He 
did not seem to have becomes imbued with any 
missionary ideas. After leaving London he woul 
réturn, he said, to his subjects, but the prospect 
did not seem to aronse any enthusiasm in his 
princely breast. He had not heard from home in 
sometime. Prince Parklau, by the modest man- 
ner in which be received attentions, did much 
toward proving his claim to have come of a reign- 
ing house which dated back to within a few gener- 
ations of Ham. Whena young colored lady cried 
**Good-bye, Prince,”’ he showed his white teeth

JUSTICE ‘‘ BILLY” WATSON. 
ed 
HE PLEADS NOT GUILTY AND ABUSES THE 
ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 
Justice “‘ Billy” Watson, of East New-York, 
who was arrested some time ago ona charge of 
promoting a prize-fight between a colored man 


| named Pray and a white man named Hardy, 


pleaded ‘*‘ not guilty’’ inthe Kings County Court of 
Sessions yesterday. The fight took place in aroom 
back of Watson’s court, and the learned Justice 


| acted in the dual capacity of stakeholder and um- 
pire. Watson, it appears, bet $10 that “his nig- 
| ger’—the colored man Prag—could knock out, 


defeat, and bring complete discomfiture 


with his fists to one Hen Hardy, 
an Englishman of pugilistic propensities. The 
Englishman was backed by a German cigar-maker. 
When the fight had proceeded for some time it be- 
came apparent that the colored champien would, 
were the contest continued, come off second best 
Mr. Watson then, so the story goes, in his capacity 
of umpire declared the fight *‘ a draw,”’ and in his 
capacity of stakeholder returned to himself the $10 
which he had wagered on the result. The German 
cigar-maker also got back his money, but was 
much angered at ee he considered the unsports- 
manlike character of the doughty Justice's decision. 
After Watson hed entered his plea yesterday he 
stalked into the District Attorney’s office, and, see- 
ing Hardy, one of the prise-Gehters, talking to As- 
sistant District Attorney ckus, commenced a 
virulent attack on the official named. Watson 
said that Backns had procured his (Watson's) in- 
dictment at the instance of politicians. Mr. Backus 
said that Wateon knew he was not telling the 
truth when he made that statement. Watson 
then, losing all control of his temper, called Mr. 
Backus a liar and edvanced threateningly as if he 
were about to strike the Assistant District Attor- 
ney. Mr. Backus ordered Wateon out of his office, 
and told him if he did not comply with the order 
that he would be put out by apoliceman. The 
Justice went, breathirg vengeance against the 
officers of the law in general (himself excepted) 
and Mr. Backus in particular. 

It appears that Watson visited the foreman of the 
Grand Jury at his house, and represented that he 
was being persecuted by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Backus for political reasons, and that District 
Attorney Catlin did not desire his indictment. 
Watson isa member of the Kings County Republi- 
can General Committee, and has frequently dis- 
turbed the meetings of that body by his vulgarity 


and profanity.

MONERYS FOR THE MUSEUM. 
MEMBERS OF THE TRIBE, STUFFED AND 
MOUNTED, ALREADY IN THE CITY. 8 


The first installment of the monkeys of the 
world which Prof. Henry A. Ward, of Rochester, 
is to furnish the American Museum of Natural 
History, arrived in this City last week, and the 
specimens have been plaeed in cases in the mn- 
seum. Prof. Ward expects that it will take him 
about three years to fill the contract, for whioh he 
will receive $9,500. There are in all about 300 
specimens, less than 100 of which he has already 
secured. The installment already delivered in- 
cludes, however, some of the) most interest- 
ing and rarest specimens of the monkey 
tribe. They are placed at the rear 
end of the first floor and occupy six 


or eight cases. First in interest are the anthropoid 
or man-like apes, the head of the family being the 
gorilla. The gorilla furnished by Prof. Ward is a 
magnificent male, standing 5 feet 8 inches, and 
weighed, when alive, about 180 unds. It was 
eaptured by Baron von Koppenteld, who is in the 
Professor's employ, on the Congo River, in West 
Africa. “Looksas if it could vote, doesn’t it?’ 
said the Professor yesterday afternoon. The re- 
seroblance to a human being is startling. Ina case 
near by are five orang-outanes, from Borneo, 
captured by the Professor in 1881. ‘* Orang- 
outang,” he explained, ‘*means ‘man of the 
woods.’ All menare called orangs there. Isaw 
a show bill in the Malay lancuage advertising Wil- 
son's Circus, in which so many ‘orangs’ were an- 
nounced to appear.” The orangs occupy a case 
by themselves. There are two males, a female, 
and two young ones. The animals are displayed 
on branches of the durton tree, in which they 
mostly stay when on their native heath. The 
female has a durion bean in one paw, while her 
lord and master, evidently shocked at her greedi- 
ness, is reaching for the fruit. In the case with 
the gorilla are several gibbons from Southern India 
aud Ceylon. They are the smallest of the anthro- 
poids, and walk very daintily, balancing them- 
selves with tneir fore-legs or arms. Chimpanzees 
are needed to complete the list of anthropoids. 
The anthropoids have no tails. 

The baboons come next, with short tails and 
well-developed canine teeth. ‘* They are the dogs 
among the monkeys,” said Prof. Ward. “in 
Abyssinia, where these came from, Isaw one day 
a group of them by the road-side. They were 
egging each other onto attack us, those behind 
crowding the vanguard. I wanted to shoot at 
them, but my comrades would not let me. If we 
had killed one of them the chances are that it 
would have been all up with us.”’ The baboons 
live largely on roots and insects, other monkeys 
mauly 60 fruit. They are covered with hair to 
their come ey om Near byis afilyinglemur from 
the Philippine Islands. * That,” said the Professor, 
“is among monkeys what the fiying squirrel is 
among rodents.”” The body is about the size of a 
ferret. The lemurs belong to the lowest division 
of the monkey race. They are foundin Madagas- 
ear. Their bodies are slim and they have long 
tails. There is little difference between 
the hind and fore legs. ‘“ Almost every 

up of animals,” said the Professor, turn- 
ng to a case near the lemurs, ‘“‘sends out 
specimens where they don’t belong. The tiger, 
for instance, is a native of India, but itis found in 
Corea. Hereisan example in the monkey tribe. 
This fellow with the thick fur I bought of a priest 
inatemple at Tokio. It came from Yeddo, in Ja- 
pan, where the species run around in the snow. 
So you see monkeys are not altogether a product 
of the tropics.” curious-looking specimen with 
along red nose, known as the proboscis monkey, 
from Borneo, looked calmly from a case near 
by on a group of Soutk American monkeys 
across the aisle. The South American men- 
keys have jong prehensile tails with which 
they cling to branches. The exhibit includes 
marmosets and ouistitis, smal! animals which often 
become pets. There is no museum in the world 
which has a complete collection of monkeys. Prof. 
Ward has been engaged in furnishing specimens to 
museums forthe past 18 years. At his establisb- 
ment in Rochester, which is the only one of its 
kind in this country, he employs 23 men. Fifty 
collectors and correspondents in various parts of 
the world furnish him with specimens. Animals 
are sent to him in liquor or brine, or the skins, 
dried or packed in salt, are forwarded. In addi- 


tion to supplying the American Museum with the | 


monkeys of the world, he has also engaged to 
complete the present collection of the mammals and 
birds of North America, numbering in all about 
800 specimens. For this he isto receivo $10,000. 
He is also turnishing special collections to 
museums in this country and in Europe, including 
a full collection of marsupials to the National 
Museum in Washington. He has traveled himself 
very extensively, and has just returned from New- 
Zealand and Australia, where he bas been hunting 


kangaroos. '

AN ADVOCATE OF PROTECTION. 
—>--——_ 
HENRY CAREY BAIRD ZEFORE THE BROOK- 
LYN REFORM CLUB. 

Henry Carey Baird addressed the Brooklyn 
Revenue Reform Club last evening, in the Brook- 
lyn Art Association Hall, on “The Necessary 
Foundatiens of Individual and National Well- 

ing and of Civilization.” He appeared as an 
advocate of protection, and was listened to by a 
large audience, all but a few of the hearers being 
pronounced free traders. He was introduced by the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall. Mr. Baird said he came 
not as an apologist for protection. He stood not 
on the defensive, but he assumed the aggressive. 
The two fuudamental doctrines of the prevailing 
system of political economy were Ricardo’s 
_ TrHory of Rent” and Malthus’s ‘“ Law of Popula- 
tion.” Ricardo’s theory that it was the best soils 
which were occupied first, and that when only 
those of the first quality were occupied no rent 


was paid, was entirely at variance with the his- 
tory of the earth from the earliest ages, 
When brought to the erucial test of facts 
the theory utterly breke down. Mr. Baird 
next took up Malthus’s law of population, by vir- 
tue of which man bad a tendency to increase in 
numbers more rapidly than food, and but for wars, 
pestilences,and famines the world would be so 
thiekly populated that there would be hardly 
standing room for us. Comparative physiology 
taught that the power of procreation in all organic 
life was in the inverse ratio of development—in 
other words, of the powerto maintain life. Even 
the power of man declined with the growth of his 
development. These facts were fatal to Maithus’s 
law, and it would be regarded one of these days as 
among the most remarkable delusions of a past age. 
The measure and test of the power and wealth of 
any community or country, said Mr. Baird, was 
found in the proportion of its labor which was not 
wasted. Without diversified industries no country 
was now nor ever had been rich because of its 
great waste of labor power, and in exact propor- 
tion to this diversification of industries was a 
country rich. powerful, and independent. Only 
with a diversification of employment, end when 
the consumer was brought to the side of the pro- 
ducer, and the power of association became great 
and wealth increased was the richer soil brought 
under cultivation. Every important industry ex- 
isting in a country became jncorporated into and a 
part of the very marrow and texture of the socie- 
tary life of that country.. American Bessemer 
steel rail manufacture was at once the crown and 
giory and the practical vindication of the protec- 
tive policy in the United States within the past 
decade and a half, and was the true and unerring 
guide to national! industrial legislation. 

Mr. Baird pointed out how the Bessemer rail in- 
dustry gave vitality to the rail-roller, butcher, 
baker, miller, dry goods-dealer, coal-dealer, real 
estate owners’ investments, farmer, raisers of 
mules and horses, coal operators, miners, laborers, 
railroad and other carriers, producers and manu- 
facturers of cotton and wool, importers of 
tea, coffee, and sugar, refiners of sugar, 
and “countless others.” The entire cost 
of Bessemer rails, the speaker continuea, 
was but a utilization of labor which would have 
gone to waste, or of raw materials which would 
have had no value but for this industry. The com- 
merce which was set in motion by such an indus- 
try was, in the aggregate, many times as large as 
its own volume, thus assisting millions of men in 
the work of association. Transfer the present de- 
mand for Bessemer rails to Great Britain, ana to it 
would also be transferred the power of association 
whick accompanied it, involving thereby a decline 
in the demand for American services, commodi- 
ties and ideas, and of national wealth and power. 
Mr. Baird gave a number of tables, from which he 
argued that free trade reduced consumption and 
ran up prines. and then he remarked that the 
prices of things depended upon the cost of 
production and upon the volume of prod- 
ucts compared with demand, and this vol- 
ume of products was itself stimulated 
or depressed by the relation of the 
prices obtained to the cost of production, an ab- 
sence of remunerative demand causing, sooner or 
later, a decline in the volume of production. The 
idea of cheapness which ran throughout British 
thought and controlled British legislation, Mr. 
Baird continued, and which depressed, degraded, 
and brutalized the great body of the people. was 
not merely wicked, but stupid, for it workeda 
damage to British industries by limiting the volume 
of the home market. A real, true, benevolent, and 
civilizing road to cheapness was found in the di- 
versification of employments, the strengthen- 
ing of the power of the people. b 
means of active association, the _intelli- 
gence which flamed from this association 
and led to the highest conquests over the forces 
of nature, and of their utilization in propelling 
machinery and producing mechinical and chemi- 
cal changes in the forms of matter. Mr. Baird 
urged that it would be altogether subversive of the 
rights of American producers to admit the products 
of foreigners except upon the condition that they 
pay a rate of taxation equal to that paid by Ameri- 
can producers. Protection was a policy which not 
merely rested on foundations of justiee, but it was 
vindicated by all history. “I distinctly and delip- 
erotely charge,” continued Mr. Baird, “that every 
soldier who died of wounds, disease, or 
exposure, and every other man and every 
woman and child who died by reason 
of the late war of the rebellion died 
a victim of the free foreign trade policy, ana 
more particularly of that of the tariffs of 1846 and 
1857. Had the policy of the tariff of 1842 been 
maintained continuously there would have been no 
revellion, for through diversificatien of employ- 
ments and the development of ‘the mineral re- 
sources of the South labor would have been ele- 
vated, land increased in value and divided, and 
slavery would have long since been in process of 
extinguishment.”’ 

After Mr. Baird had finished his remarks he was 
asked and answered many pertinent questions. 
In one ot his responses he characterized the re- 
sumption of specie payments as ap infamous thing, 
brought about by such heartless men as Sherman 
and Garfield. Astorm of hisses greeted this re- 
mark. “ Yon may hbiss,” Mr. Baird exclaimed, 
“bit I say James A. Garfield was a heartless man.”’

SENT TO AN INSANE ASYLUM. 

Edward T. Hardy, of No. 10 Dover-street,

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, 
fair weather, light, variable winds, lower ba- 
rometer. 


Though it is assumed that Mr. ConkLInG 
has been consulted by the President in mak- 
ing the delayed nominations for Federal 
offices in‘ this State, they are, so far as they 
relaté to factional differences within the 
party, of an apparently conciliatory charac- 
ter. Of the 12 Postmf&sters whose names 
have been submitted all but four are re- 
appointments, and this without any obvious 
reference to the position of the nominees on 
the personal issues which divide New-York 
Republicans. it is true that Congressman 
Jagons complains that the man he wanted 
to succeed the present Postmaster at Delhi, 
who has served for 12 years, was not 
eppointed because Mr. Jacops acted 
with the bolting delegates at the 
Chicago Convention. But as the pres- 
ent incumbent is presumably an ex- 
perienced and competent officer, it is not 
clear that he oughi to be displaced merely 
to satisfy the Representative from his dis- 
trict. The Newburg appointment affords 
ground for less favorable criticism. Here 
the incumbent had some 15 years of faithful 
service behind him, and was pressed for 
reappointment by a large and respectable 
portion of his fellow-citizens. His place 
bas been filled by a man whose only ap- 
parent qualification for the office was his 
stubborn adhesion when in the Assembly 
to the fortunes of Roscoz ConkKLING in 
flagrant disregard of the sentiment of the 
people of his district. Mr. CoNnxLING's 
ability to pay his political debts through the 
agency of the President of the United States 
does not seem to be entirely gone. 


While a public officer who has faithfully 
performed his duty in a country Post Office 
or elsewhere has a valid claim for reap- 
pointment, it is not at all clear that a 
member of Congress who has failed 
of re-election has any right to 
expect the country to provide for him. 
Representatives Witiiams, of Wisconsin, 
and JornGENSEN, of Virginia, may make en- 
‘tirely efficient Registers of the Land Office 
in the far North-west, but it is impossi- 
ble to resist the impression that their 
political claims took precedence of their 
personal fitness. If the Land Office posi- 
tions in distunt Territories, where the set- 
tlers are rapidiy increasing, ‘‘are in great 
demand,’’ there is evidently the greater need 
tor the exercise of care in filling them. Still 
more dubious in character than the preced- 
ing isthe appointment of Jomn Pavu, the 
“«Readjuster’’ Representative from Virginia, 
to be United States Judge for the Western 

District of that State. The Federal Judi- 

ciary should certainly be kept free from 

men who believe that repudiation is an 
aonorable way of paying debts.

The bill forbidding political assessments 
‘fo this State passed the Assembly yesterday, 
‘with Mr. Erastus Brooxs’s amendment 
making its provisions applicable to candi- 


dates for office as well as officers and em- 
ployes of the public. It is very complete 
and explicit in its prohibitions, and under its 
operation it would be a misdemeanor for 
any public officer or emplove, either of the 
State or of any county, city, or town, 
to solicit or receive from any other 
such officer or employe any assessment, 
subscription, or contribution for political 
purposes. It would be equally a misde- 
meanor for a public officer or employe to 
pay or promise to another any such contri- 
bution. The infliction of penalties by dis- 
charge, change of position, or reduction of 
pay for non-payment of political assess- 
ments or contributions is prohibited under 
like penalties. ‘he additional section of- 
fered by Mr. Brooks, though not so 
clearly worded as it might be, is 
intended as a_ rigid  pronibition of 
the feceipt or payment of money or 
anything of value for political purposes 
as consideration for any nomination or ap- 
pointment. The prohibitions of the bill are 
ample enough, but the penalties for its vio- 
lation are merely implied by making the of- 
fensea misdemeanor. If the bill becomes a 
law everything will depend on the effort 
made for its enforcement, and this will fur- 
nish congenial and useful employment for 
the civil service reform associations. 

The tension between France and England 
must be grave indeed when for its relief a con 
ference of the two highest personages in the 
administrative direction of the two countries- 
is required. Mr. GLADSTONE appears in a 
new role as an informal envoy at Paris, ex- 
plaining his Egyptian policy to Pres- 
ident Grevy and M. Ca#atieme.-Lacovr, 
and seeking to re-establish a friendly under- 
standing over the shattered remains of the 
condominium. The persenality of so emi- 
nent a man and the dignity of his great 
oftice count for much in such negotiations. 
He may, by offers to place France ‘‘in a 
more favorable position than she now occu- 
pies’ in respect to Egygt, win the assent of 
the President of the republic and his Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs to an arrangement 
which shall soothe the wounded pride of 
the Government without satisfying the bond- 
holders. But the French press, which rep-. 
resents the practical and interested views of 
the latter gentlemen, will, we fear, still con- 
tinue to speak disrespectfully of England, 
who takes all the meat and gives her late 
partner only the bones. 





The City Consolidation act, being chapter 
410 of the Laws of 1882, becomes operative 
to-day. The act was designed to simplify 
and mold into a harmonious whole all exist- 
ing statutes upon matters embraced in ‘‘ the | 
special or local laws affecting public 
interests in the City of New-York.” 
It will supersede a mass of special 
and local legislation which is classi- 
fied by the Commissioners whd prepared 
it under nine heads, including what is 
known as ‘“‘charter’’ legislation, the laws 
affecting taxation, assessments opening and 
closing streets, &c., and those related 
to piers, wharfage, ferries, pilotage, 
vital statistics, elections, mechanics’ liens, 
and the commitment of children and oth- 
ers to charitable or reformatory institutions. 
Mayor Epson’s municipal reform scheme 
was in the form of amendments to this act, 
and was intended to go into operation at the 
same time. As the Assembly Committee on 
Cities are still engaged in the considera- 
tion of the Mayor’s bill, it is likely, 
should it pass at all, to be one of the 
last achievements of the session. No 
prominent Democrat has yet ventured 
to give public expression to his opinion about 
the principle of concentrated responsibility 
to which Mr. Epson has given his adhesion, 
though it is conjectured that Mr. Ke.i7’s 
visit as a lecturer to Albany may have some- 
thing to do with the presentation of advice 
to the Legislature on the important point of 
how the control of City patronage should be 
redistributed. 





ANEW TARIFF COMPLICATION. 


If it were not that the subject were so 
serious it would be amusing to note the fresh 
intricacies in which Congress involves itself 
at every step in its arduous efforts not to re- 
form the tariff. From the moment when it 
became evident that some show of action 
should be made there has been a continu- 
ous succession of manceuvres in both houses, 
tending, and probably intended, to make 
substantial action more difficult. It is hard- 
ly necessary to recite these in detail. The 
public remember the absurd {tangle in 
which the Senate, at the: close of 
the last session, involved the bill which it has 
just sent, completely changed, to the House, 
and how each party tried to assume the ap- 
pearance of an ardent desire to reform the 
tariff, which the other party maliciously pre- 
vented it from gratifying. Then followed 
the Tariff Commission, which was meant 
to afford an excuse for delay, and did sd. 
Next came the consideration of the curiously 
disingenuous bill of the commission in each 
house, and the measures reported to each, 
with the long debates in the Senate. 
Through all the steady pressure of public 
opinion made itself felt. None of the de- 
vices invented to turn it aside served its 
purpose. Finally, forced from one cover to 
another, the Senate was compelled to pass a 
bill which, though notoriously defective, did 
provide for a measure of relicf to the public 
and of justice as against the outrageous 
favoritism of the present tariff, which 
aroused the opposition of the special inter- 
ests most seriously affected. 

When the bill reached the House, the ex- 
treme protectionists were ready with the 
new rule to block its passage unless their 
favorite interests could in some manner 
have a controlling voice in its modification. 
This was finally effected through the ap- 
pointment of a committee of conference, 
on which the House conferees represented 

neither the views of the majority nor those 
of the country, but were obviously and al- 
most openly chosen to secure an advance in 
the duties proposed on iron, steel, and wool. 
Even this arrangement did not give to the 
favored interests the security which they 
wanted, and an opportunity was seized to 
arm the House conferees with a species of 
reserved weapon, with which the Senate 
conferees could be brought to terms. The 
conferees of the House were instructed to 
_lay before the conference the question of 
the constitutional power of the Sen- 
ate to pass the bill under discus- 


sion, It will be seen that

gave the House m 
a peculiar advantage. If the Senate mem- 
bers were unfriendly to increased duties, the 
House members could fall back on the con- 
stitutional question. If a compromise could 
be reached, the constitutional question could 
be easily adjusted. Itis not surprising that 
Senators who have no special interests to 
defend in the bill should protest against 
such an arrangement. Without going into 
the ulterior motives which led to it, 
it is sufficiently plain that a conference 
on these terms is not a free one; that 
it is not calculated, as all conterences 
should be, to promote harmony and 
secure final action; that, on the contrary, it 
raises on the threshold of the conference an 
objection going to the very existence of the 
bill in question, and which there is no 
chance whatever of a conference settling, 
and that the House conferees are, by the 
resolution of instruction, expressly given 
discretion as to whether they will or will 
not. report with reference to this objection. 
Mr. MorGan was unparliamentary, but he 
was not extravagant, in saying that the 
action of the House wasin the nature of 
fraud upon the Senate. 

Meantime, the one fact of importance to 
the public in connection with this matter is 
that it renders the passage of any tariff bill 
and the character of any that may be passed 
more uncertain than ever. After long and 
elaborate investigation by a special commis- 
sion, after a report from a committee of 
each house of Congress, after months of dis- 
cussion, the whole question is thrown into 
the hands of a few men notoriously partial 
in their views and interests, clothed with 
power to prevent any legislation whatever 
unless the men they are working 
for can retain their hold upon the 
Treasury. A grosser violation of the 
rights of the people, on the part of 
their representatives, it would be difficult 
to conceive. And this trickery is the more 
offensive because it is hypocritically cloaked 
under a professed respect tor the preroga- 
tives of the House. If the House honestly 
believed that the Senate bill is unconstitu- 
tional, it should have been left on the table. 
lf the House was prepared to waive the 
question of constitutional prerogative, it 
should have done so frankly and com- 
pletely. But to declare its exclusive preroga- 
tive, and then to refer this declaration to its 
conferees with discretion was a trick very 
thinly disguised, as unworthy of the House 
as it is characteristic of the clique of 
extreme protectionists with whom it origi- 
nated. Of one thing, however, these gen- 
tlemen would do well to take timely notice. 
If they succeed in defeating even the small 
measure of reform accorded by the Senate 
Tariff bill their pretended anxiety to assert 
the rights of the ‘‘ popular’’ branch of Con- 
gress will not blind the people as to their 
real motives. Nor will they gain anything 
for the interests they are working for. Any 
serious delay in relieving in some degree, at 
least, the burden of tariff taxation will only 
render the demand for such relief more 
strenuous and more sweeping. 


STRUGGLING WITH A JOB. 


The House engaged last night in what 
was expected to be a final wrestle with the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill, Mr. 
Paag, of California, devoting the last few 
remaining hours of his official life to one 
more supreme effort in behalf of his favorite 
job. It appears that the President, the Sec- 
retary of War, and the newspapérs are all 
wrong in their opposition and criticism of 
the bill. Mr. McLane, of Maryland, prob- 
ably gave fair expression to the sentiments 
of those who favor the bill when 
he referred to the comments of its 
critics as ‘‘ignorant and vulgar lan- 
guage.”” In this lofty strain Mr. McLane 
referred to the President’s veto of last year’s 
bill as ‘‘an offensive impropriety,’’ the Pres- 
ident having, according to this speaker, 
spoken in terms of disrespect of the legisla- 
ture which he was advising. It would re- 
quire much ingenuity to torture even an in- 
timation of disrespect from the President’s 
veto Message of Aug. 1, 1882. To be sure, 
the President pointed out that many of the 
appropriations in the River and Harbor bill 
of that year were ‘‘for purposes not for the 
common defense or general welfare, and 
which do not promote commerce among the 
States.’’ And it was also asserted that these 
provisions were ‘‘entirely for the benefit 
of the particular localities in which it was 
proposed to make the improvements.”’ This, 
of course, was regarded by the President (as 
well as by many malicious newspapers) as 
an infraction of the. Constitution. On this 
ground, and on this alone, the President de- 
clined to approve the bill. Possibly, the 
restive members of the House, who agree 
with those who yesterday grumbled about 
the veto of last year, smart under the Presi- 
dential reference to what is commonly 
known as the log-rojling feature of the 
measure, which, as was then well said, ac- 
complishes one result: ‘‘ As the bill becomes 
more objectionable, it gains more support.”’ 
The more local jobs there are planted in the 
River and Harbor bi!l the larger is the num- 
ber of Congressmen won to its support. 


The justice of the President’s criticisms 
was amply sustained by the detailed report 
made by the Secretary of War; and, to em- 
phasize the Secretary’s citations of special 
instances of appropriations made for ‘‘ the 
benefit of particular localities,’’ the newspa- 
pers of the country took up individual cases 
and pointed out the gross impropriety of 
authorizing the expenditure of public funds 
in these directions. Yet, it was asserted in 
the House yesterday that the President’s 
veto Message was ‘‘accompanied with a 
great display of ignorance,’’ and that, in 
consequence of this Message, “‘every penny- 
a-liner had a high authority for denouncing” 
the bill. But this speaker does not mind 
the criticism of the newspapers. They have 
fallen into a loose style, he says, and more- 
over, ‘‘editors daily call each other liars 
and thieves and vagabonds.’’ Considering 
that this was said in the House 
of Representatives, where scarcely a 
week passes without some member’s 
apologizing for offensive epithets used in 
debate, the alleged vituperation of each 
other by newspaper editors should appear to 
the average Congressman to be a necessary 
attribute of statesmanship. The gentlemen 
who support the river and harbor job 
through thick and thin cannot forgive the 
hard facts brought to light in the President’s 


War, and inthe newspaper press of the coun- 
try. In his disjointed report on the subject, 
Mr. Pace, of the Committee of Commerce, 
asserts that the President was misled by a 
defective balance-sheet. But nobody has 
ever attempted to correct that balance-sheet 
so as to make it appear, for example, that a 
creek, which has been filled up with sweep- 
ings from a New-Jersey town, is a ‘‘national 
stream’’ which must be annually cleaned out 
at national expense. 

The constant tendency of the debate and 
of propositions to amend, yesterday, was in 
the direction of extravagance. There were 
a few efforts to economize, and one amend- 
ment was offered to cover into the Treasury 
the unexpended balances of previous appro- 
priations. These weaknesses, of. course, 
were sternly frowned down by the statesmen 
who are determined to signalize their scauty 
remant of official life by forcing through a 
bill mainly devoted to local improvements. 
The amendments sought to be incorpo- 
rated into’ the bill were nearly all 
intended to increase the total amount 
to be expended. This extravagance, 
it was repeatedly urged, was designed to 
check the insidious plans of railroad monop- 
olists who had subsidized the leading news- 
papers of the country to oppose the appro- 
priation of money for the improvement of 
waterways. Possibly, some of the Con- 
gressmen who are guilty of making this 
wildly absurd statement may delude them- 
selves into believing that the intelli- 
gent people ‘of this country may ac- 
cept it. But it is certain that the people 
would respect Congress more if it should 
have done with disguises and subterfuges 
and should boldly propose to do what is 
now sought to be done by indirection and 
device. 


MR. PARTRIDGE’S OFFENSE. 


Mr. ParrripGe, our Minister to Peru, 
was probably astonished at the abrupt man- 
ner in which his request for leave of ab- 
sence was granted, and the peremptory tone 
in which he was ordered to return to the 
United States by the first steamer. Doubt- 
less he is still wondering wherein he‘has of- 
fended, and will indulge in much anxious 
cogitation on his long voyage home as to the 
purpose for which he was sent to Peru. 
The policy of the Government regarding the 
republics of South America seems to be 
past finding out by its accredited agents. 
It is equally enigmatical to the people of the 
country, and it is doubtful if the State De- 
partment at Washington has any clear com- 
prehension of it. If those Spanish-Ameri- 
can nations would go quietly and peacefully 
on their way and avoid quarrels and ‘‘com- 
pDlications,”” it would be very obliging 
of them, and our nerveless diplom- 
acy would be undisturbed, but they 
have a way of exercising the prerog- 
atives of independent nationalities without 
consulting us and so get into trouble and 
agitate our “‘foreigr office.” It was Mr. 
BLAINE’s notion to exercise our moral in- 
fluence energetically in the contest between 
Chili and Peru, and £0 bring them to terms, 
but the Ministers at Valparaiso and Lima 
could seem to make nothing of their in- 
structions, and Chili declined to yield to 
moral influence, while Peru could not mus- 
ter a Government capable of acting. Resort 
was had to the wisdom and experience of 
Mr. Trescor, who was sent on a special 
mission, but hardly had he warmed to his 
work of mediation when the Blaine no- 
tion fell into discredit and he was given to 
understand that it was not the policy of the 
Government to meddle or make with the 
terms of peace between Chili and Peru. 

Since then matters have been allowa@d to 
drift. What Mr. Parrripee’s instructions 
were when he set out for Lima we do not 
know, and he is probavly in doubt on the 
subject himself, but being a spectator of the 
prolonged agony and of the utter demorali- 
zation of everybody’s interests in Peru, he 
naturally shared in the feeling of other diplo- 
matic representatives there that something 
ought to be done to putanendtoit. He 
saw no way but for the foreign nations hay- 
ing interests that were impaired to unite in 
an effort to induce Chili to accept some prac- 
ticable and reasonable terms of peace. He 
ventured to consult with the Ministers 
of England, France, and Italy on the sub- 
ject, and to agree with them that the sug- 
gestion should be made to their several 
Governments. No sooner, however, did he 
make his communication to the State De- 
partment than he was snapped up witha 
curt disapproval and told to come home by 
the first steamer. 

The fact is that the Government of the 
United States persists in maintaining an at- 
titude on questions affecting South Ameri- 
can affairs that is simply ridiculous and 
cannot be otherwise regarded by other Gov- 
ernments, including those of the South 
American nations. If the small men who 
masquerade as statesmen at Washington 
have any idea of what their policy is in this 
matter, it probably is that the United States 
shall do all the interfering and mediating 
that is to be done, but as it is in no 
position to back up its influence or 
insist upon its demands, it will neither 
do anything itself nor allow anybedy else. 
It will play the dog in the manger, although 
it has no fangs. It is one of the peculiari- 
ties of our republican system that whatever 
fulminations may be indulged in by politi- 
cians the practical policy of the Government 
has to have its inspiration and support from 
the people, and the people are absorbed in 
the development of the country’s resources 
and internal power, and are not in favor of 
costly armaments and a bullying policy 
among the nations of the earth. They feel 
little more concern for the international re- 
jJations of the South American countries 
than for those of Africa. 

If this country were to play the part of sole 
arbiter in the destinies of the South Ameri- 
can republics it would have to maintain a 
powerful navy, and be ready to set on 
foot a large army if necessary. It 
should be in a position to defy 
European interference, but its people 
will permit no such policy. Chili and Peru 
are foreign to us as completely as to Euro- 
pean nations. Our commercial interests 
there are smaller than those of some other 
nations, and our right to interfere in their 
affairs isno greater. When some foreign 
power proposes to subject an American na- 
tion to European control it will be an appro- 
priate time to brandish the Monroe doc- 
trine, for it was devised for such an oc-

threatened it would be more sensible in us to 
recognize the fact that the relations of South 
‘American countries with us are no different 
in kind from their relations to any other for- 
eign nation. 

It would be altogether becoming in us to 
unite with other friendly nations in the ex- 
ercise of an amicable influence to bring about 
peace between Chili and Peru on terms of 
fairness and reason. This united influence 
would probably not be without effect. This 
was the view taken by Mr. PartTripesg, and 
itevinced his good sense, but at the same 
time it seems to have lost him the favor of 
the State Department. There is one thing 
tolerably certain, if, withont a display 
of national power on land or sea, 
and equally without skill or dignity 
in diplomacy, we keep on failing 
to exert a preponderating influence over 
American nationalities, and continue to re- 
pel the co-operation of ‘other nations when 
any international influence is needed, we 
may be sure that sooner or later those na- 
tions will be impelled to act without us. In 
that case we should simply find our pre- 
posterous jealousy and surly determination 
to be everything or nothing had led to the 
very results that we most deprecated. The 
United States is large enough and rich 
enough in the potencies of national achieve- 
ment to accept simply and with dignity and 
confidence ‘‘ among the powers of the earth 
that separate and equal station to which the 
laws of nature and of nature’s Gop entitle 


them,”’ 
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THE FOLLIES OF CLERGYMEN. 

In President Exrzor’s opinion the dearth 
of great men in the clerical profession is due 
to the beneficiary vice, if we may so name it. 
Pious men endow theological seminaries and 
found scholarships. The seminaries are filled 
with indigent young men whose meat, drink, 
clothes, lodging, books, and fire-wood are 
paid for out of scholarship funds. Begin- 
ning in mendicancy, their professional careers 
continue in mediocrity and close without 
fruit. There is no manliness inthem. They 
are poor, nerveless, dependent creatures, and 
their ministrations are profitless to their 
flocks. This is how President E.1or accounts 
for the low average of ability among minis- 
ters, and heearnestly recommends the pious 
alms-givers to limit their mistaken bounty. 
In truth, there does seem to be something 
the matter with the ministers. There have 
been of late on the part of some of those 
who wear the cloth exhibitions of worldli- 
ness, of straying in dangerous paths, and of 
mental perverseness which are shocking to 
the virtuous lay mind. If these weaknesses 
spring from the abuse of beneficiary endow- 
ments, or from errors in training, or from 
the habit of cloistered seclusion from the 
world, the remedy should be found and ap- 
plied at once, for it will never do to have 
our religious guides going on in this way. 

The conductors of the Christian Advocate 
have published a confession and apology for 
their share in puffing the Methodist mine 
swindle which will pain the spiritual and 
provoke the derision of the worldly. They 
lay the blame on the shoulders of the Rev. 
Dr. Spence, President of Wesleyan ‘‘ Uni- 
versity,’’ in East Tennessee, who persuaded 
them that the stock of the mine was valua- 
ble, got them to go in “on the ground floor,” 
and to advise their patrons to go in—not 
“on the ground floor.” * The contemptible 
thmg about this speculation is the 
sniveling pretense that the motive 
of the puffing and persuading was the holy 
desire to get 15,000 shares of the mine— 
which was unblushingly ‘‘ wild-cat’’—as 
an endowment for President Srencn’s 
‘* University,’’ the owners having prom- 
ised that number of shares in return for the 
services of Dr. Spence. This disgraceful 
business is not a whit worse for a rehgious 
paper than for a secular journal Only 
those who are as innocent as the lambs and 
as green as the grass they feed on in these 
days accept the statements of a religious 
sheet in such matters as more trustworthy 
than those of a paper making no pretensions 
to piety. 

Another sordid clergyman turns up in 
some letters seized in the mails addressed to 
the Wall-street sharpers. This person says 
he is the Pastor of the Presbyterian church 
in his town, and he informs the stock swin- 
dler that a fortunate ‘“‘turn’”’ or two in his 
favor would serve as a bait by which some 
of his flock ‘‘who are rich farmers, but 
close and avaricious,’’ might be induced to 
“*invest several thousand dollars.’’ This is 
@ very cunning letter. It may be the 
trick of a fellow who is playing Presbyte- 
rian clergyman im order to dupe the swin- 
dler himself and lure him into making one 
or two favorable ‘‘turns.’”’ But it has a 
sermon-like air and is probably genuine. 

But these are trivial slips. It is much 
more deplorable when a man of eminence in 
the -sacred calling like the Rev. Dr. Drx 
deliberately misuses the influence of his 
position and his gifts in blind and foolish 
opposition to beneficent impulses of prog- 
ress. His Lenten harangues—for their un- 
seemly tone makes that term the only 
proper one—against the higher education of 
women are in temper and logic worthy of 
the medieval priesthood satirized by ULRic# 
von Hutren and denounced by Martin 
Lurner. Dr. Dix’ says there is no 
more dangerous public enemy than 
the woman who unfits herself for 
social and domestic duties, and persuades 
others to follow her, on a.pretense of “ lift- 
ing herself up toa higher plane of public 
rights;’’ that ‘‘ higher education”’ and ‘‘co- 
education”? are ‘‘catch terms,” insincere 
and meaningless; that young women cannot 
be trained in the company of young men 
without the sacrifice of ‘‘all those modest, 
delicate qualities that form the peculiar 
and essential charm of womanhood;” 
and that any man who would want 
to have his daughter educated in 
exactly the same manner as his son ‘‘ would 
deserve to be stamped asa fool.’’ This is 
all very wild talk, and Dr. Drx ought to be 
heartily ashamed of it. The Rector of 
Trinity Church has a right to his opinions 
on the subject of the higher education of 
women, of course, and he has the right to 
express them. But he ought to display 
more sense and better taste in the manner of 
his expression. The style of argument he 
adopts went out of fashion with the late 
Horace GREELEY. 

A reverend ranter has been disporting 
himself in Philadelphia. At the Lutheran 
Conference in Philadelphia on Tuesday, the 
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of the Publication Society of the 
Church, delivered a flerce philippic against. 
the stage as a corrupting influence 
which could be reformed only by destroy- 
ing it. He was silly enough to admit that 
he knew nothing about theatres himself, 
but based his accusation on the “‘ universal 
testimony of heathen and Christian writers. ’’ 
When Socialists talk in this loose and reck- 
less way it is commonly said that their 
liquor has got into their language. Minis- 
ters ought to leave to the Schwabs and 
Hartmanns of society the monopoly of this 
kind of eloquence. Like the puffing of 
‘* wild-cat’”’ mines and appeals to the cupid- 
ity of Wall-street sharpers, these irrational 
speeches are unworthy of the cloth. People 
dislike to see clergymen stoop to such follies,

The latest “‘ story of the war” might furnish 
acapital plot for an American drama with a little 
development. A Southern gentleman, who was a 
Colonel in the Confederate Army, recently wrote 
for a newspaper an aceount of a great battle as he 
remembered it. This narrative, in the course of a 
month or so, was reprinted in a St. Louis journal, 
with the author’s signature still attached. One of 
the subscribers, and presumably a constant reader, 
of the St. Louis journal isa veteran who fought 
for the preservation ef the Union. He read the 
graphic narrative with keen interest, and when his 
eye fell upon its author's signature he felt a 
strange thrill in his breast. The name recalled 
to him the smoke-laden air of a bloody 
battle-field at the dead of night. He was once 
more lying wounded, amid the dead and aying. on 
the damp earth. He pondered for a while, and 
then wrote a letter to the ex-Confederate Colonel, 
asking him if he did not recall to mind a hitherto 
unpublished incident of the great civil conflict. To 
this letter he signed his full name, with the rank 
he held in the Union Army—that of Lieutenant in 
a Kansas regiment—before he was mustered out of 
service, Witbin afew days the mail brought him 
areply. The Confederate veteran did remember 
the Federal veteran whom he had found, appar- 
ently dying, on the field of battle. The Colonel 
was surprised to learn that the wounded soldier 
of 19 years before was still alive; but he 
remembered the message with which the 
latter had intrusted him, to be delivered 
to the wounded man's wife in Indiana, and he de- 
clarea that he had done all within bis power to 
convey the message to its proper destination. Be- 
sides writing a reply to the Northern officer, whose 
acquaintance he had formed amid such grim sur- 
roundings, the Southern officer wrote to three of 
his old comrades asking them if they remembered 
the incident and the message which he undertook 
to send through the Federal lines to a lady in In- 
diana. Two of these gentlemen ransacked their 
memories to no effect; another dimly remem- 
bered having been concerned in the matter. This 
correspondence has now been made pubiic, be- 
cause the sum of $110 60, which Davip Baxer in- 
trusted to his tender-hearted foe, Col. B. F. 
Sawyer, on the battle-field of Chickamauga, to be 
sent to Baker's wife. who, it was expected, would 
have been a widow long before the money reached 
her, is still missing. Baxer arrived at his home 
alive, and settled down to earn his living at a 
peaceful calling, and the money had almost passed 
out of his mind, until he saw im a newspaper, as 
above stated, the name of Col. Sawyer, who says 
that he wrapped the money in a sheet torn froma 
note-book, ‘hastily wrote upon it, by the light of 
the pale moon, the address given to him, and 
started it upon its journey.

For locomotives which shall ride easily on 
rough tracks and turn curves which an English en- 
gineer would not dream of makigg our builders 
beat the world. It is, therefore, well worth their 
while to turn their attention to Australia as a mar- 
ket. Inthose colonies there is now remarkable 
activity in railway building, perhaps second only to 
ourown. A private letter from a well-informed 
gentlemen supplies the following information: In 
Victoria there are in operation 1,300 miles of rail- 
way; in New South Wales, 1,041; Queensland, 800; 
South Australia, 882; Western Australia, 92; Tas- 
mania, 172, and New-Zealand, 1,287—in all scme 
5,520 miles, or about one-half as many as were laid 
in the United States iast year. There are 1,317 in 
course of construction, and a bill before the Victo- 
ria Parliament authorizes 800 more. The gauce 
in Victoria and South Australia is 5 feet 8 inches: 
in New South Wales, 4 feet 844 inches; in Queens- 
land, 8 feet 6 inenes. In Victoria the cost 
ranges between $15,000 and $35,000 per 
mile, including right of wag, rolling steck, 
and stations. The Baldwin Company has 
an order for ten engines, and there is no reason 
why the.supply of locomotives, cars, and supplies 
should not be controlled by the manufacturers of 
the United States. All construction is done by the 
respective colonies now. 

But 
economy through unity of administration is offset 
by lack of competition, and it is doubtful whether 
users of the roads are benefited. The builders of 
street oars of this City doa large exvort business, 
and send their work to remote countries.

QUESTION OF PRISON MANAGEMENT. 
ALBANY, Feb, 28.—The Assembly Commit. 
tee on State Prisons continued its investigation 
into the management of Sing Sing Prison. to-day 
Michael Egan, foreman in Perry & Co.'s stove 
foundry in the prison, was the first witness ex- 
amined. He testified that there are 170 molders 
employed in the foundry, and as to the compara- 
. tive amount of work performed by convicts and by 
outside labor he said that the convicts do not 
perform more than one-half the day’s work that is 
done by outside labor. He never heard Edward 
King, a convict, complain of ill-health, When the 
convicts report sick they are sent to the contraci 
Superintendent, who relieves them from theit 
tasks. He (Egan) had instruetions from Perry & 


Co. to treat the convicts humanely. If a sonviet 
fails to perform his allotted task on one day he hag 
to make it up.the next day or the day after, or fhe 
day after that, until he completes his propor 
tion. He never knew a foreman or a Superin 
tendent to direct the panishment cf a convict wha 
failed to ‘orm his work. He claimed that the 
accidents to convicts through the spilling of iron 
was caused through the carelessness of the con- 
victs themselves. In his opinion, if the convicts 


received pay for overwork om contracts it would 
be of incaloulable benefit to the discipline of the 
prison and alsoto the convicts when they leav¢ 
prison. He said that most of the men on the present 
contract are able to do more work than is re 
uired. He ackno ged to Mr. Taylor that 
there were two men now at work on the contract 
who were unable to perform their tasks, and testi- 
fied that there had been no revolt in his shop. He 
three weeks. Robert J. McCor- 
mick, a melder and foundry keener at Sing Sing 
and Au testified that at the latter prison the 
convicts were allowed overtime by the contract.

BLAME AT THE MILWAUKEE FIRE. 
MILWAUKEE, Feb, 28.—The Grand Jury iz 
the case of the Newha!l House disaster brought iu 
a final report this afternoon. The document cites 
that the fire originated at or near the base of the 
elevator. The dense, suffocating smoke and heat, 
having no outlet in the elevator shaft, filled the cor 
ridors and madeescape Impossible. All the victims 
perished within 30 minutes after the discovery of 
the fire. The jury say: “ We fina that the Newhall 
House was constructed in as substantial a manner 
as such buildings usually are; that there was 
searcely a hotel in the country as easy of ogress at 
the Newhall House, and that the owners had done 
all that was reasonable for ——— and escapes 
in case of accident. We find that Landlord Antis- 
del was extremely solicitous for the welfare and 
safety of his guests; that, however, be did not 
employ sufficient men or means to alarm the 
guests in case of fire; but we say in extennation 
that he adopted the same precautions as are takeq 
in hotels of a like size, and we call attention te 
the unparalleled rapidity of tbe smoke and flames. 
The jury further say that Mr. Antisdel was at 
fault’ in pot instructing his employes as to their 
duty in case of fire, and in not giving sufficient at 
tention to the bar-room after knowing the habits of 
the tenant. They find that of all the help of tha 


tthe time of the fire Linehan, the engineer, 
piv nemginy A proper exertion to save life. They 
commend the Police and Fire Departments. and 
recommend the enlargement of the latter. They 
censure the Coroner fer the manner in which the 
morgue is kept, and they find the laws reguiating 
the modes of egress from buildings defective.

GETTLING OLD DIFFICULTIES AND 
MARING NEW PLANS. 
QOSEIRLE TROUBLE IN THE PASSENGER POOL 

—PARALLEL ROADS IN CONNECTICUT—- 
OTHER RAILWAY PROJECTS. 
- Albert Fink, the Commissioner having 
tharge of the freight and passenger pools, is stiil 
ponfined to his house by rheumatism and other 
troubles, which are not expected to be of a serious 
character. It is probablethat on his recovery he 
will retire from the management of the passenger 
pool and devote himseif to the freight department, 
this being done on the advice of physicians, as the 
mental strain is too much for him or any one man 
to bear. No meeting of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee (passenger department) will be held until 
his recovery, as matters are in such a state that the 
services of the Commissioner are necessary to 
straighten them out. Even with his help, it is con- 
sidered a matter of doubt whether affairs can be 
satisfactorily adjusted. The trunk lines are well 


_ gnough pleased with the present arrangements, 


but the managers of the Western roads are dissat- 
Isfled. The Wabash and Bee Line people do not 
fare so well under existing arrangements as they 
think they should, or would, under a system of 
competition. The managers are especially sensi- 
tive now that Summer business and pleasure travel 
is abeut to begin. When rates are low. they 
argue, the Western merchants are more likely to 
come to New-York to buy goods, and so they get 


the benefit of through travel overtheirlines. With 
a@ bigh tariff the merchants goto Chicago to do 
their purchasing. 

“ts such an argument zood?” was a question 
asked of Lansing, the cut-rate ticket broker at No. 
879 Broadway. who has ar opportunity to feel the 
pulse of the traveling public better than the rail- 
road men themselves, A 

“Tt most assuredly is,” was his reply, “and 
there’s goed reasoa in their argument,too. Not 
only do the roads lose a large amount of this cus- 
tum, but they also lose the carriage of freight from 
this City over their roads, for a merchant who 
comes t to buy and comes over a road which 
gives him better rates than a competitor, will have 
bis freight shipped over that rodd in preference to 
another. See? It works to advantage both ways. 
There’s much growling ariong those Western 
roads who are in the pool and who think they are 
being hawdied for the benefit of the trunk lines, 
and I shouldn't be surprised if this resulted in open 
‘war and asmash-up of the pool. Still, things may 
be smoothed over. No one can tell. It don’t look 
possible now, however.” 

The various paralle] read schemes projected be- 
tween this City and Boston have resulted in the 
abandonment by the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company of its project to lay 
two additional tracks between this City and New- 
Haven. Work upen these extra tracks was to 
have been begun as soon as the ground was in con- 
dition to permit. Instead, the managers have de- 
cided to straighten the track and wipe out many 
of the curves now existing. While this work is be- 
ing prosecuted the road-bed will be graded so as 
to permit of four tracks being laidin the future, 
thould the Connecticut Legislature refuse to grant 
one of the many parallel! road charters asked for. 
The new road-bed is to be utilized by laying new 
sidings to relieve the present overburdened tracks. 
Under the management of the new Superintendent, 
W. H. Stevenson, many of the evils existing under 
the old management, regarding which there were 
many and just complaints, are being abated, and 

trons of the road are now agreeably surprised to 

d trains running on time. The discharge of a 
number of engineers and condugtors, by Superin- 
tendent Stevenson, who have preferred to run 
their trains “ wild-cat’’ instead of on schedule 
time, has seemingly hada beneficial effect, much 
to the satistaction of the army ef commuters who 
daily pass over the road, and who are thankful for 
even small favors. ‘ 

The Wagner Car Company yesterday began run- 
ning its palace cars over the Toledo, Wabash and 
Western Road, superseding the service which has 
heretofore been done by the Pullman Company. 
The Wagener Company has put about 25 cars on 
the Wabash route to perform the service required. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Road, 
which, in connection with the New-York, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Road, wat expected to begin 
the running of through passenger trains between 
this City and Buffalo on the Ist of March, is selling 
tickets no further than Mount Morris, though lo- 
cal trains are run through. The reason for the 
delay in putting on these trains is the fact that the 
company has not yet been able to secure the ne- 
cessary equipment for through passenger traffic.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO PROJECTS. 
THE NEW DIRECT LINE BETWEEN PHILA- 
DELPHIA AND BALTIMORE. 


Pittssurc. Feb. 28.—The merger and 
sonsolication of the Delaware and Western Railroad 
end the Baltimore and Philadelphia Railway Com- 
pany, which was consumated by the filing of the 
articles of agreement at Harrisburg onthe 21st 
inst., is important, not only because when the line 
of the Baltimore and Philadelphis Railroad, as the 
sonsolidated company is known, is completed, 
there will be another direct line betwen Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore, but because the construction 
efthe line shows that the Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad Company has not. been indifferent to the 
fnroads on its territory by Vanderbilt and the 
Pennsylvania Railrcad Company.and is preparing to 
retaliate by entering with its own tracks the terri- 
tory ofits great rivals. Txis much was admitted 
to your correspondent to-day by Mr. James B. 
Washington, the President of the new line and 
ae representative of the Baltimore ard Ohio 
this loeality. 

He said: ** When the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, ayear or more ago, purchased the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad, it 
weeured the only direct line between Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, and in a measure had the Baltimore 
and Ohio by the throat. Then the project of eon- 
structing another direct line between the two 
cities to run parallel with that gopbled by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was suggested asd con- 
sidered feasible. A charter for the Philadelphia 
and Baltimore Railway Company was secured in 
Pennsy!vania, and a line located from Philadelphia 

,to the southern State line. After this was done, 
negotiations were commenced for the purchase of 
the Delaware and Western Railroad, which has 
been constructed for a number of years, and 
whose tracks extend from Wilmington, Del., to 
Loudenburg. These negotiations ended in the 
consolidation of the two companieslast week. The 
Baltimore and Ohio, under the rights granted 
by the State of Maryland, will run a 
branch north from Baltimore to the Delaware line, 
branches of the Delaware and Western will be con- 
structed north and south, connecting with the Bal- 
timore and Ohio’s extension on the south and the 
line originally located in Pennsylvania on the 
north. This will give the Baltimore and Ohioa 
direct route to Philadelphia, and from that city it 
‘will be easy to obtain advantageous trafficarrange- 
ments by which New-York can be reached. The 
Baltimore and Ohio will also get into Wil- 
mington, Del. without any trouble, a feat 


- that could not have been accomplished with- 


eut trouble if the line of the Delaware 
and Western had not been purchased. The value 
of this entrance will be better understood when I 
state that if we operate a very smal! portion of the 
ld Delaware and Western tracks we will be paid 
for our outlay. Our line wili be about 97 miles 
ng and as direct in every respect as the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore line. In fact the 
two roads will be in sight of each other the greater 
part of the way. Work will be commenced on 
the new line at once. I have already signed 
some of the papers mecessary to secure 
the right of way. Numerous bridges will have to 
be built and other difficu!t engineering work done; 
therefore I would not like to fix a date for the 
completion of the entgrprise. Neither canI say 
whether we will commence business with a single 
or double track. The work of construction has 
been placed in the hands of Mr. Samuel Speneer, 
Second Vice-President of tne Baltimore and Ohio, 
Mr. Spencer will also act as General Manager.” 
After making this statement Mr. Washington 
‘was asked whether it was the intention of the Bal- 
timore ard Ohiv to compete with the Pennsylvania 
for the freight traffic from the West to Philadel- 
rer? and other eastern points. He replied that the 
timore and Ohio certainiy will compete. Its 
lines from this city to bhiladelphia will be only 86 
guiles longer than the Pennsylvania's, and Mr.

PHILADELPHIA AND READING. 
RAILROAD COAL AND IRON COMPANIES OUT 
OF THE RECEIVERS’ HANDS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Feb. 28.—The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad and Coal and iron 
Companies"to-day passed out of the hands of the 
Receivers and were restored to the managers 
representing the stockholders of those cerporations. 
The order for the transfer was made in the Circuit 
Court of the United States on Feb. 14. Meanwhile 
the preliminaries were perfected, and at noon to- 
day the Receivers met with President Franklin 
B. Gowen and Secretary Albert Foster, of the 
companies. The session was protracted ‘until 


nearly 2 o’cloek, and immediately upon its adjourn- 
ment a meeting of the Board of Managers, in 
which the Receivers’ party participated, was 
held in the President’s room. This session lasted 
for nearly two hours, and at its close the two cem- 


panies bad emerged from the hands of the Receiv- . 


ers. The formal transfer was made bya decume>t 
addressed to the President and Managers and signed 
by the three Receivers. Circulars announcing the 
termination of the Reeeivership were mailed to 
the stockholders of the eompanies to-night. All 
officers, agents, and employes of the Receivers of 
the railroad company and of the coal and iron com- 

any will be retained in the service. George De B. 
Kiem is relieved of the duties of General !Solicitor 
and made Vice-President of both companies. George 
B. Kaercher is made General Solicitor, with his 
office at the general office of the companies. The 
position of Chief Engineerof the Coal and Iron 
Company is discontinued, and the Chief Engineer 
of the railroad company is relieved of the charge of 
maintaining and repairing the railroads and 
property of thecompany. William H. Bynes is ap- 
pointed Assistant Chief Engineer of the Railroad 
Company, and Hen K. Nichols is appointed 
Chief Road-master. The locomotive and car shops, 
the foundry, forge,and apprentice shop at Reading 
are transferred the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, and all persons employed 
in those shops are transferred to the service of the 
latter company. The executive duties of the 
railroad eompan are divided among tbe 
Vice-President, eneral Manager, and Gen- 
eral Traffic Managers, subject to the orders 
and control of the President. The Vice-President 
will have charge of legal and financial questions of 
the anthracite coal trade, and of all others per- 
taining to the real estate of the company other 
than that occupied for railroad or canal purposes. 
The General Manager will have control of ail 
questions involving the movement of traffic by the 
company as a transporter by rail or water and of 
maintaining and ye the railroads, canals. 
and property of the company. The General 
Traffic anager will have eharge of all 
freight and station agents, of making rates 
for tolls and transportation, and of 
all commercial questions pertaining to the inter- 
change of traffic with other companies and trans- 
poiters. 8. B. Whiting is appointed General Man- 
ager of the coal and iron company, and he will 
have general charge of all the business operations 
of the company. Further than it is outlined in the 
circulars, Mr. Gowen was not di-posed to-day to 
define the policy of the management of the two 
companies.

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THE WORK OF CARELESS OR COR. 
RUPT CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 

SIX LARGE TRUNKS OF CLOTHING AND TAIL- 
ORS’ G@ODS SEIZED AND ONE CUSTON- 
HOUSE INSPECTOR SUSPENDED. 

Goods that filled six large trunks were 
piled up in the seizure-room at the Custom-house 
yesterday. They werea part of the seizure at the 
pier of the steam-ship Alaska which was spoken 
of yesterday. The seizure proves to have been 
ene of the largest madein a long time, and the 
prominence of the persons engaged in the smug- 
gling makes the case one of unusual importance. 
The report of the seizure was presented to Colleo- 
tor Robertson yesterday. A communication was 
received Sunday by Capt. Crawford C. Adams, of 
the Special Service, from H. F. French, Acting 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury, instructing him to take 
charge of the case. A letter inclosed contained 
the information, sent from Philadelphia, upon 
which toact. It said that four men named Fors- 
dike, Rock, Carnahan, and Mullen, tailors in New- 
York and Philadelphia, would arrive on the steam- 
er Alaska from Liverpool and attempt to smugezle 
dutiable goods into the port. The information said 
they boasted they hud smuggled goods before 
and declared the Customs Inspectors were in ¢ol- 
lusion with them. 

Capt. Adams assigned to duty with him Officers 
Brown and Harrigan, of the Secret Service, and 
went to the pier of the Alaska Monday morning. 
The ship had arrived, and the baggage was being 
taken from it and examined. Three passengers 
had gone. Looking over the list, Capt. Adams 
found on it the names of all the persons contained 
in the information exeept Mullen. There was 


@® person named Muller on board, but he was 
not the one to whom the letter received by Capt. 
Adams referred. It was concluded that Mullen 
had taken passage in some other steamer. Rock, 
who proved to be Matthew Rock, a tailor at No. 
224 Fifth-avenue, wes one of those who had left 
the pier. Jt was said he had gone to Philadelphia, 
where he lived. A dispatch was sent to B. H. 
Hinds, Chief of the Special Agents 1m Philadelphia, 
to intercept him. In order not to excite suspicion, 
Capt. Adams was cautious in his inquiries. Thomas 
Beil, who had inspected Rock’s baggage, said it 
was allright, and there was no reason for detaining 
it as it contained only his personal effects. Carna- 
han, too, it was ascertained, had gone. Subse- 
quently it was found that it was he and not Rock 
who had gono te Philadelphia. Obtaining a Phila- 
delphia directory, his name appeared as J. Carna- 
hap,a member of the firm of Carnahan, Day & 
Co., Whose establishment is at No. 923 Chestnut- 
street in that city, and isa large and fashionable 
heuse. A second dispatch was sent correcting the 
first. Inspector Timmerman had passed his bag- 
gage, he said, without finding anything wrong 
in it. D. Forsdike, a dealer in woolens and trim- 
mings, at No. 795 Broadway, was the other person 
mentioned in the information. He was standing 
by his trank when Capt. Adams approached. In- 
spector William Adams had examined it and de- 
clared it contained nothing dutiable. Capt. Adams 
said would make another examination to 
satisfy himself. Forsdike said he had bought 
over $100 worth of electro. plate, on 
which he had _ paid $35 dnty. Capt. « 
Adams was not satisfied, but opened the trunk. 
The Inspector lifted up the contents to show they 
were not contraband. Capt. Adams ran his hand 
into the sleeves of coats, the legs of trousers, and 
under the bosoms of shirts and began pulling out 
laces and trimmings. The quantity increased as 
the Captain continued his investigation until a 
large amount was brought forth before the eyes 
of the astonished Inspector. Forsdike took the 
revelation coolly. The trunk was seized and 
carted off to the Custom-house. 

A remark that bad been dropped impelled Capt. 
Adams, after he had eonciuded his examination on 
the pier, to go to the store of Michael Byrne, a 
tailor, at No. 72 Nassau-street, who had not been 
spoken of in the information, although he came on 
the ship. He was not long in finding out that four 
large trunks had been brought to the store from 
the Alaska filled with goods. They had heen 
packed in the trunks as merchandise would be 
packed in bales or boxes with no attempt at con- 
cealment, and were entirely separate from the 
persona! effects of Byrne. It was plain in this in- 
stance that tke Inspector had not done his 
duty. The goods, whch were very valu- 
able, were passed by Inspector Jacob 
Schwartz. There were great rolls of cloth, 
yards of lining and other things in large quantities, 
and the only inference to be drawn was that the 
Inspector had been bribed. Besides the trunks 
Byrne had brought with him three bundles. A visit 
was paid to the store of Rook. His trunk contained 
clothing made up. On the pier he said the clothing 
was hisown. Afterward he said that all excepta 
dress suit, which he had worn once in London, 
were brought over for friends. On the inside of 
the trousers of the dress suit was fourd the name 
J. Kernochan, whieh indicated that the suit was 
made for another person. A report was re- 
ecolved yesterday from Agent Hinds in  Phila- 
delphia. Agent William R. Bates, whom he haa 
detailed for the work, caught Carnahan and bis 
wife taking the things out of the trunk. The goods 
were concealed among the clothing in a very adroit 
manner. Carnahan is an old man with a bad cough. 
He coughed complacently while the Inspector was 
examining his trunk, and when the officer had con- 
cluded a, asked him to strap it up again, for 
which he as ealmly thanked him. 

An account of the contents of the trunks shows 
Byrnes’s trunks to have contained: 20854 yards 
black alpaca, 382 yards black silk serge, 1,074 yards 
colored silk serge, 1,68774 yards satin du chine, 
1,88914 yards black superior victoria serge, 8134 
yaras white silk lining, 146% yards black Italian 
silk lining, 30 boxes silk braid, 4 boxes silk twist, 6 
gross large coat-buttoms, 9 gross small waistcoat 
buttons, 21 yards mixed mangolia, 9 yards fancy 
quilting, and 2 rolls doeskin. 

Forsdike’s trunk contained 8 vests, 2 coats, 5 

airs, trousers, 4 pairs boys’ trousers, 4 jackets, 1 

adies tea gown, 2 silk wraps, 1 silk dress, 19 linen 

handkerchiefs, 3 silk handkerchiefs, 3 linen aprons, 
7 silk aprons, 4lacecollars, 16 pairs kid gloves, 4 
pairs cotton gloves. 30 pairs stockings, 4 linen col- 
lars, 16 silk searfs, 17 pieces silk ribbors, 8 pairs 
silk drawers, 2 silk shirts, 3 lace shirts, 3 Jace capes, 
8 chenille shawls, 2 bibs, 1 lace tie, 2 pieces elastic 
cord, 7414 yards insertion, 2 large cards of inser- 
tion, 8 gald shirt-studs, 2 pair gold cuff-buttous, 2 
gold scarf-pins, 2 chains, and 2 lockets. 

The comtents of Carnahan’s trunk were as fol- 
lows: One frock suit, 2 cutaway coats, 2 Spring 
overcoata, 2 silk handkerehiefs, 2 dozen packages 
silk braid, 6 packages silk cord, 8 tailor’s brushes, 3 
packages tailor’s patterns, 5 pairs Turkish slippers, 
2 bottles of perfumery, 4 penknives, one-half 
dozen silver teaspoons, one-half dozen pairs black 
kid gloves, 1 gold brooeh and necklace, 1 pair 
sleeve-buttons, and 2 silk umbrellas. 

In Rock’s trunk there were 1 Spring overcoat, 
5 waistcoats, 1 full-dress suit, 5 coats, 6 ¢pairs 
trousers, 1 morning wrapper. 

Byrnes’s goods cost £1,460. and the appraised 
value was $13,000. The value of the goods 
in the other trunks amounts to hundreds 
of dollars, but the official appraisal was 
not completed yesterday. Carnahan and Rock 
follewed Heredike’s example to allay suspicion. 
Carnahan paid $12 duty on 20 yards of silk, and 
Rock $39 en a piece of silk and two children’s 
dresses. Fersdike is said to have brought goods 
into port before without paying duty. The case 
against Inspector Schwartz was so clear that he 
was suspended pending an examination. There 
was nothing to prove more than great care- 
lessuess on the part of the other Inspect- 
ors. A general investigation is likely to 
follow. The extent of the smuggling by 
people who pretend to respectability is sald to be 
startling. The efforts of Capt. Adams will doubt- 
less check it. The carelessness on the part of 
some Inspectors and the dishonesty of others have 
served to increase smuggling. The practice has not 
been unknown, but the operations discovered have 
until now been of a minor character. Inspeetors 
hitherto have escaped implication owizg to lack 


of evidence.

NAIL-MAKING FURTHER SUSPENDED. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 28.—A secret meeting of 
the Western Nail Association was held this after- 
noon in this city. There was a good attendance, 
and a number of representatives were present 
from other cities. The meeting was held in con- 
formity with a resolution passed at the last regular 
session, two weeks ago, which was to the effect 
that work should be resumed in the mills and con- 
tinued for a fortnicht only, when it should then be 
decided whether the state of trade would warrant 
a further run, or whetker another suspension 
would be necessary.

Mr. Sidney Woollett presented an unusually 
entertaining programme of recitals yesterday 
morning at the Turf Club Theatre. The most novel 
feature of this programme was a character sketch 
taken from Charles Macklin’s celebrated comedy, 
“The Man of’the World.” Mr. Woollett recited 
enough of the play to suggest the quality and 
strength of its fine dramatic personality—Sir Per- 
tinax MacSycophant. who representscn the stage 
political servility. The play was written in 1746-7, 
and was known at first as **The True-born Scotch- 
man." It was called afterward ‘*The Man of the 
World.” The late Samuel Phelps kept Sir Pertinax 
in his repertory. 

The revival of Mr. Robert G. Morris’s play 
at the Cosmopolitan Theatre—a house, by the way, 
which promises to fill its place well and to win 
popularity—is worthy of attention. The play has 
worn vigorously since it was acted here last year, 
and its merits commend themselves, now as then, 
to intelligent persons. There are incongruities 
and extravagances in ‘‘Old Shipmates;’’ but there 
is a directness and a freshness in this drama which 
have more weight than its faults have. Mr. Frank 
Mordaunt has given abundant care to the elabora- 
tion of the chief character in it, Captain Weather- 
gage. His performance is too full of effort and 


uncertain action to be perfectly effective: but it ‘ 


has sturdiness, humor, and variety. Among those 
who assist Mr. Mordaunt there are two or three 
who act with skill and spirit. On the whole, the 
play is pleasantly shown and is worth seeing. 


DOWSE STRIKING BAOE.

AN ORDER OF ARREST AGAINST THE CAP- 
TAIN OF THE REPUBLIC. 

Among the persons rescued from the wrecked 
steamer, Glamorgan, by the White Star Steam- 
ship Republic, which reached this port Satur- 
day evening, was a stowaway named Thomas 
Dowse. From Dowse’s own conversation on 
board the Glamorgan he was suspected of 
complicity in the Phoenix Park (Dublin) mur- 
ders, and when he was placed on board 
the Republic Capt. Irving was informed 
that Dowse was suspected of having had some 
connection with the murder of Cavendish and 
Burke. When the Republic reached this port Capt. 
Irving questioned Dowse and detained him for 
some time until he had communicated with 
Mr. J. Pierrepont Edwards, the British 
Consul. Mr. Edwards visited the Republic 
on Sunday morning, and after examining 
Dowse found nothing that would warrant 


the suspicions of the Glamorgan men and the 
stowaway was released. On Monday Dowse al- 
leges that the British Consul sent for him, threaten- 
ing to have him arrested if he did not call at his 
office. Dowse says that he obeyed this summons, 
as he thought the Consul had power to arrest him, 
but he was again allowed to go free. A number of 
Irishmen in this City and Brooklyn felt 
indignant at the forced detention of Dowse on 
board the Republic mding thearrival of the 
British Consul, and they have induced him 
to bring an action for false imprisonment 
against Capt. Irving and chief officer Bar- 
rett. Money has been subscribed to push the ease 
to the bitter end, and ex-Assemblyman M. J. 
Costello has been retained as counsel in the 
case. Mr. Costello began a suit yesterday, as 
counsel for Dowse, against the Captain and 
chief officer of the Republic. The damages 
are laid at $10,000. The papers in 
the case were submitted late yesterday afternoen 
to Judge Donohue, who granted orders of arrest 
against Capt. Irving and First Officer Barrett. The 
orders were immediately placed in the hands of 
the Sheriff, who instructed Deputy Sheriffs Mc- 
Carthy and O’Connor to execute them. Mr. John 
Rooney, President of the Brooklyn Land League, 
and Mr. John W. O’Connor,a grocer, at Seeond- 
avenue and One Hundred and Fifth-street, in this 
City, became bondsmen for Dowse as security for 
Costs in his ‘suit for damages. No arrests were 
made last night, but it is expected that the orders 
of arrest will be executed early this morning.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AT THE SEA-SIDE. 
SEABRIGHT, N. J., Feb. 28.—Last Summer 
Seabright, Monmouth Beach, and Rumson were 
overran by midright raiders, and a considerable 
amount of property was carried off by the burglars. 
The sea-shore became a scene of terror, and every 
peaceful abode was suddenly changed into a forti- 


fied fertress. The places were sparsely lighted by 
gas and oil, and to this fact was laid the success of 
the thieves. The New-York millionaires who in 
Summer time resido in the vicinity of these places 
then organized a well-equipped Police force to 

atrol Seabright and Monmouth Beach. and since 
ast Summer’s season closed nota single burglary 
has occurred. The millionaire cottage owners, 
acting in co-operation with the hotel people of 
Seabright, are now building a powerful electric 
apparatus, and hereafter all the streets of Sea- 
bright and the ocean boulevard at Menmouth Beach 
and Bellevue will be ligated by electricity.

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STABBING THE MAN WHO HAD BE. 
TRAYED AND INSULTED HER. 
THE CHIEF COOK OF HENRY 8. FEARING 
KILLED BY THE WIFE OF THE CHEF DE 

CUISINE OF SAMUEL F. BARGER. 

Désire L. Houvet, 33 years old, chief cook to 
Mr. Henry S. Fearing, of No. 5 West Thirtietn- 
street, died at 8 o’clook last night in the hall of No. 
898 Sixth-avenue from a stab wound inflicted by 
Elizabeth Quinguinet, 34 years old, of No. 404 
Sixth-avenue. The murderess is the wife of An- 
toine Quinquinet, chief cook at Mr. Samuel 
F. Barger’s, No. 17 West Thirty-third-street. 
Houvet, who was single, had led Mrs. Quin- 
quinet astray and they had quarreled. Last 
night he sought a reconciliation, and when she re- 
pulsed him he abused her, and she stabbed him on 
the stairs outside her apartment while he was flee- 
ing from her. She was arrested, and confessed the 
crime, Quinquinet is a Savoyard, 45 years old. 
He made the acquaintance of his wife, Elizabeth 
Norris, daughter of a well-to-do gold miner, in 
Australia, and they will have been married 15 
years next April. Eight children, all of whom are 


dead, were born to them. In 1870 Quimquinet ar- 
rived in San Francisco and left there, in the service 
of Mr. J. R. King, in 1879. He came to New-York 
with him and was at his Newport villa 
until the Summer of 1881, when he was engaged by 
Mr. Fearing. Houvet was 23 years old. He was 
a Bourguinon, and has parents living in France. 
He eame to America 14 years ago, and was at one 
time head pastry cook at Delmonico’s. He was a 
handsome man, tall, with mustache and side- 
whiskers. and was a favorite with his acquaint- 
ances. He lodged at Mr. Fearing’s. Three years 
ago he made the acquaintance of the Quinquinets 
and was a close friend of the husband. He be- 
traved his wife at Newport, and their intimacy con- 
tinued until a few weeks ago. 

Quinquinet received an anonymons note yester- 
day, it is said, warnisg him against Houvet, and 
he sent a message to Mr. Fearing to the effect 
that ** Antoine” wanted to see him in the evening. 
At 7:30 o'clock last night a number of chefs assem- 
bled in A. Bordel’s wine saloon, No. 404 Sixth- 
avenue, over which, on the third floor, lived the 
Quinquinets. At about 7:45 o’clock Houvet, ele- 
gantly attired, entered and asked the bar- 
tender if he knew if Antoine was up 
stairs. The bar-tender had not seen him, 
and Houvet ieft the saloon. A few minutes later 
the chefs went out in a body to attend a monthly 
meeting at Col F. A. Sehilling’s. No. 364 Sixth- 
avenue, of the Société Culinaire Philanthropique. 
Houvet was a member of the society. and was 
director of their Jast ball. All the party 
were in a pleasant mood, and some of 
the more jovial of them lagged behind. Two 
or three were in a convivial condition, and they 
made jocose remarks when Houvet ran out of No. 
404, and, placing his hands on the shoulders of H. 
Barbier, of No. 49 West Twenty-seventh-street, and 
Auguste Schelcher, of No. 29 East Seventh-street, 
sank to the pavement. But their merriment 
changed to fear when they saw Heuvet gasping 
and unable to speak, and they carried him into 
the hallway of No. 398 Sixth-avenue and sent tor 
Dr. Armando Dufloo, of No. 55 West Twenty- 
fourth-st. The physician came promptly and, see- 
ing blood on Barbier and Schelcher and C. Moine, 
of No. 366 Sixth-avenue, who had supported 
Houvet, turned the patient over and found a tor- 
rent of blood escaping from a wound 
in his back on the left side just below 
the shoulder-blade. A minute later Honvet 
was dead. Officers McCool and Price, of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Precinct, who, from the corner of Twen- 
ty-fourth-street, had seen Houvet sink down and 
had kept back a large crowd that gathered, took 
charge of the body and tried to find out how Hon- 
vet came by his death wound. No one gave any 
information, and Price procured a stretcher and 
informed Capt. Williams. Tne body was taken 
into the West Thirtieth-street station just as De- 
tective Max F. Schmittberger came in from supper. 

All of Houvet’s friends gesticulated and talked 
in French, and as they could not give any valuable 
information Schmittberger started out to investi- 
gate the case. The first person he asked about it 
was the bartender at Bordel’s, who told him about 
Houvet asking if Antoine was up stairs. Schmitt- 
berger immediately took Alexander Eschbach, of 
No. 360 Sixth-avenue,‘up stairs and went straight 
to the apartments of the Quinquinets. Mrs. Quin- 
quinet was alone asd her serenity was unrufied. 
The following conversation ensued, the detective 
beginning it: 

** What was the cause of the trouble you had 
with this man?” 

“Why? Does he say anything about it?” 

“Yes. Ke’s got a good deal to say about it.” 

“ Well, it’s his fault. He abused me.” 

“ What did you do it with ”’ 

** This little dagger.” Producing a eook's paring 
Enife made in Paris. 

* Why, it’s clean |” 

“ Yes, I wiped it off.” 

* What with?” 

“A piece of paper.” 

** Where is that?” ‘ 

**T put it in the stove.” 

Schmittberger looked into the stove and saw 
paper ashes. He arrested Mrs. Quinquinet, and 
when she arrived at the station-house Coroner 
Martin was sent for. He took her deposition, 
in which she admitted killing Houvet. He sought 
& reovnciliation. She told him to go about his 
busiaess. He said,“ Va au diable.” Her blood 
rose and, pursulng him to the head of the stairs, 
she put the knife, which has a_ biade 
three inches long, into his pack. She did not 
know that the injury was mortal. Her husband, 
who 18 a very respectable man, was arrested when 
he came home. © was greatly agitated and over- 
whelmed by the intelligence that his wife had mur- 
dered Houvet. He declared that he did not know 
of their intimacy, and that he had regarded him 
as a brother. His wife was quite calm, 
but her cheeks flushed when she encountered her 
husband as she was being taken toacell. Shesaid 
to him in French: “ Havelto remain here all 
night?’ and he averted his face and made an inar- 
ticulate reply. She is a short woman, with plain 
features, whose manners are net captivating, and 
she was slovenly attired. Mr. Fearing and his family 
are in)Florida. His servants did not know of Houvet's 
fate until 10 o’clock. A pest-mortem examination 
of Houvet’s body will be made to-day, but it was 
clear last night that the knife bad entered tne 
aorta, and that death was due to hemorrbage. In 
Houvet’s pockets were $321, a handsome gold 
watch and chain, and a eertificate of 100 sharesin 
the L. M. Mining Company of California. He was 
a member of Sinoérité Lodge, No. 69, I. O. O. F. 

Mr. Quinquinet, after an examination by the 
Coroner, was discharged, nothing appearing to im- 
plicate him in the slightest degree with the crime.

THE OHICAGO MARKETS. 


LEADING FEATURES IN PROVISIONS—WHEAT 
ACTIVE AND 8TRONG. 

CarcaGco, Feb. 28.—The leading produce 
markets were more active to-day and generally 
stronger, though the prospect of fine weather had 
led many to look for weakness and sell in anticipa- 
tion of it. There was a good many buying orders 
from the sea-board. Toward 1 o’clock there was a 
general recession in prices, caused, apparently, by 
rumors of additional failures outside. Our receipts 
of produce were only moderate in volume and not 
60 large as many had expected. Provisions were 


more active and much stronger. Pork advanced 15 
cents, lard 5 cents, and meats 12% cents, 
closing 10 cents, 244 cents, and 7% eents, 
respectively, above the latest prices of Tuesday, at 
$18 65 for May pork, $i1 72% bid for May lard, 
and $10 10 for May ribs. Local hog market was 
quoted steady, with only moderate receipts, and 
our stocks were expected to show up small on the 
monthly exhibit to be made to-morrow. It was 
thought that the stock of lard wili not exceed 35,- 
000 tierces, with a reduction on pork, as little 
of the latter has been made during the past fort- 
night. Wheat was more active and strong, 
advancing 34 to 5g cent early in the day, but 
closed on ’Change at only a shade above the latest 
prices of Tuesday, the advantage being lost toward 
1 o’clock on the rumors of more failures outside. 


| Public cables called Liverpool 1d. per cental lower, 


but private advices united in noting a firmer tone, 
with less disposition to sell at former prices. 
Probably it was this news which brought in a fair 
number of buying orders from New-York, and they 
turned the market from the dash of weakness shown 
at the outset because of good weather prospects. 
The loeal bears joined in as buyers at about $1 1844 
for May. which sent the market up to $1 14, from 
which point it dropped back, as there were orders 
in hand te sell a big line when it could be done at 
that figure. Moreactive buying sent it up to $1 144% 
from which point it fell back as above noted, 
closing at $1 1354 bid for Mav and $1 08 
asked for March. The current offerings of 
car lots advanced to 3% cent., though there 
was not much demand. On the afternoon call the 
market was easier, May elosing at $1 1344. Corn 
was active and stronger, advaneing 4 cent and 
closing about 14 cent above the latest prices 
of Tuesday. at 57 cents for March and 61% cents 
for May. The public telegrams said the British 
markets were dull and easier, but private advices 
told a different story, as in the case of wheat, and 
our receipts were again smaller, while there was a 
good shipping demand, which carried car lots up 
fully leent per bushel, except on the low grades. 
The local feeling favored weakness in futures at 
the outset, but the market turned in sympathy 
with wheat. The shipping demand was said to be 
very good, both for New and old England, the 
former wanting it steadily for weeks past, while 
foreign buyers find it necessary to buy increased 
uantities to make amends for partial failure of 
the root crops at home. The opinions of parties in 
the trade were very wide in regard to the probable 
volumes of reeeipts here during March, but the 
majority seemed to look fora smaller movement.

PROHIBITI@N IN MISSOURI. 

St. Lovrs, Feb. 28—The Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments in the loWer house 
of the Missouri Legislature have 8,231 petitions 
asking that the prohibitory amendment be sub- 


mitted to the people of the State, and 47,581 re- 
monstrances against such action. The committee, 
taking this as a fair expression of the sentiments 
of the people, to-day reported unfavorably on the 
joint resolution providing for the submission. An 
amendment was offered providing that any legisla- 
tion for earrying prohibition into effect should 
make a provision to reimburse brewers, distillers, 
and others for all losses they may sustain as the 
result.

This colossal Statue, a female figure bearing a torcls 
and wearing a coronet of stars, was given by the peo 
ple of the Republic of France to the people of the Re. 
pubiic of the United States, as a monument of ancient 


It is one hundred and forty-eight feet.in height, has 
cost $250,000, to which cost more thar 250,000 French- 
men subscribed, and it is so far finished that it will ba 
ready to bo shipped to this country early next Sum- 
mer. , 

The Government of the United States has set aside 
Bedloe’s Island, in the harbor of New-York, and tn 
face of the great cities of New-York, Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, and Hoboken, as a site for the tremendous work 
and promised to maintain it in perpetuity as a light- 
house and beacon. 

It remains for the people of the United States to 
provide, by private subscription, a suitable base and 
pedestal for this generous and munificent national 
gift. The pedestal will require to be nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty feet high, and will cost, it is estimated, 
about $250,000. The entire structure will attain a 
height of three hundred feet, which 1s nearly threa 
times the height of the famous Colossus of Rkodes~ 
one of the seven wonders of the world—thirty feet 
higher than the towers of the East River Bridge, and 
more than ten feet higher than the spire of Trinity 
Church. It will prove a noble ornament to the:Me- 
tropolis as well as a lasting honor to the Nation. 

In view of these facts, so creditable to the liberality 
of France,and soimperative in their demands upon 
the patriotism of the United States, the American 
Committee charged with the duty do not think it ne. 
cessary to make any appeal to the feelings of the peo 
ple. The subject addresses itself, without further 
word, to the local pride of the great cities around the 
harbor and to the patriotism of the whole Nation.

fHE WOUNDED MAN TAKEN AWAY BY TWO 
COMPANIONS—A MAN NAMED RICHARD 
T. DONOVAN ARRESTED ON 8USPICION. { 


Mrs. Ellen Welch, a young widow, who oc- 
gupies a flatonthe fourth floor of the Pike flats, 
pn the south-east corner of Broadway and Twenty- 
third-street, shot at 4:50 o’clock yesterday morn- 
fog at one of three burglars who were in the house, 
end it is evident that her aim was true, as there 
svere bloody tracks from the place where she saw 
him when she fired to the street. Capt. Alexander 
t. Williams, who was summoned to the house at 
B o'clock, received from Mrs. Weleh a detailed 
statement of what had occurred. She was alone 
in her flat and suffered so much from a severe cold 
‘hat she could not sleep. Some time before the 
thooting ske heard steps on the atairs 
end landings, as though several men were 
prowling about the house, and at last 
the decided on making an investigation. Throw- 
lng on a wrapper she armed herself with 
nsingle-barreled breech-loading pistol of 44 cali- 
pre and went to the entry door of her apartment 
nnd listened. The marauders were on her landing, 
end opening the door quietly she saw that they 
rere three in number, and that they carried glazed 
talico bags such as burglars use to carry booty in. 
Whey had congregated at the head of the stairs 
feading to the floer. One man stood directly in 
front of her at the top of the stairsand about 15 
Jeet from her. Another was to the right of him 
pnd another to the left. The last mentioned had 
his face averted so that the back of his head was 
toward Mrs. Welch and about 18 feet frem her. He 
pppeared to have side whiskers. Through the 
partly opened door Mrs. Welch leveled her pistol, 
aimed at the man to the left, and fired. She heard 
an exclamation of distress and oaths, and then the 
men went down stairs hastily and appeared to be 
supporting their companion. They left by the front 
foor, The house was soon astir, but the burglars 
psoyped. Officer C. A. Parkerson was called in. 
He found a splash of blood on the wainscoting of 
the staircase. . There was another splash of blood 


below this, as though a wounded man had sat down 
Wn the stairs at this point. There was much blood 
yn the stairs, and the tracks led through the 
fiallways, down the stone entry’ steps, 
pod across the sidewalk to the curb, where 
there was a pool of blood near a telegraph 
le against which, evidentiy, the wounded man 
adleaned. The men had entered the house with 
false keys and had left two skeleton keys in hall 
viosets, a horseshoe nail, sometimes useful as a 
ickleck, and three black bags, also a new and un- 
aundered handkerchief soaked with bleod. They 
ad stolen nothing, but im a closet which they 
wpened was apparel worth . Mrs, Weleh 
described the tree men to Capt. Williams, and he 
«lirected Detective Max F. Schmittberger to go to 

Vevue Hospital and make inquiry as to whether 
mu Wounded man was taken there. A genersialarm 
‘was sent out directing the Police to inquire of all 
“etapa in their respective precincts if they had 

n asked to attend a person injured by a shot 
from a pistol. and to inquire at all stables and hack 
ptands if they had been called upen to convey a 
wounded persontsince 5 o’clock A. M. 

‘At 10 o’cleck a message from Believue Hospitel 
from Detective Schmittberger indicated that the 
svounded burglar had been found and Capt. Williams 
went there with tke Céntral Office detectives. 

bout 7:30 o’clock Officer John J. Doolin, of the 
Pighteenth Preciact, was on duty in Twenty-third- 
pireet, between First and Second avenues, when 
two men, Edward Hammond and John Dowd 
eegn along supporting Richard T. Donovan, o 
No. 20 East Twenty-seventh-street, a stableman, 
wno held his head in his hands.

Then they 
aited until 8:10 o’clock, when Dr. Seabrook saw 
movan. He found every indication that the story 
© told was true. The injury had inflicted a wound 
extending through the flesh from the right cheek- 
bone, the point of entry, toward the nose. There 
bad been but little hemorrhage from the wound, 
which was small but could be probed, indicating 
that Donovan might have been mistaken as to the 
— having had a blank cartridge, but the wound 
not such as a pistol bullet of 44 calibre would 
have inflicted. Whether the missile was a bullet 
or a wad, it just missed the facial artery. The 
man’s nose bled continually and his left 
eye was black and closed, indicating the 
presence near it of the missile, which had 
d through the nose and burrowed under the 
issue. Jn the region of the wound was a mass of 
powder-marks. There were many powder-marks 
‘an the right side of the face, indicating that the 
pistol was very near Donovan’s face when it was 
discharged. Dr. Seabrook did not consider the in- 
jary a dangerous one. Donovan, after his wound 
‘was dressed, left the hospital. Officer Doolin left 
wefore he did, satisfied that the story he told was 
itrue. 

When Detective Schmittberger learned that Don- 
evan was not in the hospital he waited for Capt. 
Williams, who ordered him to co-operate with De- 
tective Adams and arresthim. At Odell’s stable, 
No. 144 East Twenty-fourth-street, they found 
blood on the floor of the office and learned that 
Donovan worked there. They arrested him at his 
parents’ residence. He was told that he was sus- 
posed of burglary, and he stoutly denied his guiit. 

‘he pistol he said he weunded himself with was 
found in a Third-avenue pawnshop kept by Henry 
Moss. It was pledged at 9 o’clock by one of Dono- 
van’s friends. Donovan was taken before Mrs. 
Welch, but she could not identify him as the man she 
shotat. Atthe West Thirtieth-street station-house 
Seps. Williams interrogated the prisoner and he 
heid him because he found his statements at vari- 
ance with facts, and because—to use his expression 
~hbis mind was ‘‘mixed.” The pistol with which 
he said he shot himself was a ‘** Duplex” revolver. 
It had two barreis,‘one of which led toa chamber in 
which there wasacartridge that had been dis- 
charged, and the other lea to an eight-chambered 

linder in which there were no cartridges. The 
discrepancies in his story were, first, his story to 
Officer Doolin, that a pistol was accidentally dis- 
charged while he was ‘'skylarking;” second, his 
stors about a blank cartridge; third, a statement 
that the pistol had been in e drawer in the stabie 
office for several days: fourth, that Jonn Cogan, 
of No. 801 West Twenty-ninth-street, had left the 
pistol with him, because he was going to a ball, 
while it was proved that at 10:30 o’clock on Tues- 
day nicht he went to Cogan’s houseana borrowed 
it; fifth, because, although Donovan named 
several persons as witnesses of the accident, no 
one was found who corroborated his statement to 
Capt. Williams's satisfaction; sixth, because he 
said he went to bed in the stable at 9:30 P. M. 

In the afternoon Donovan was arraigned in the 
Jefferson Market Police Court and was remanded. 
When asked if he had anything to say he replied 
that he accidentally shot himself in a stable, and 
that Riordan, **Jack” Harris, Hammond, and 
Dowd were there at thetime. A reporter ef THE 
Times saw Donovan in his cell at the Twenty-ninth 
Precinet station-house. He insisted that there 
Were no discrepancies in his story and that he was 
an nonest lad. He is not very bright, and had but 
& Vague idea of what a blank cartridge is. He de- 
elared emphatically that he had never been arrest- 
ed except for playing ball. He said that he was 22

THE JANITOR OF THE SCHOOL AND THE IN- 
SPECTOR OF BUILDINGS TESTIFYING. 


“ Coroner Levy resumed his investigation into 
the cause of the panic in the Fourtn-street school 
yesterday afternoon in the Coroners’ office. Hen- 
ry Fischer, the janitor of the building, testified that 
the seheo! opened at 6:45 A M. and continued un- 
til 8:30 P. M., with arecess from 11 to 1, At 7 
o'clock a few children from each class carried 
down the ashes from the stoves and brought up 
the wood. The Sisters swept out the rooms and 
cleaned them up, as well as made the fires. The 
closet in which the fire was discovered he had ex- 
amined on the morning of the day of the disaster and 
there was nothing in it. The sweepings of the room 
were placed in it every morning, and afterward the 


witness carried them down stairs. The cioset was 
closed with a button. Ashes were never put in the 
closet. George Lambert was recalled and stated 
that the door which opened into the entry leading 
to the church was closed and could not be opened, 
as the children were jammed in against it. It 
opened on the inside. The main hail soon after 
the aceident became crowded with women, mak- 
ing it difficult to get the children out. 
nspector of Buildings Esterbrook testified that 
there were 30 employes in his bureau. Of that 
number 20 were examiners assigned to various d@is- 
tricts. There were no special examiners for 
schools. In fact, the witness did not have enough 
men to fill the districts properly. The district in 
which the Feurth-street school was situated ex- 
tended from Houston to Twenty-third-street, and 
from Second-avenue to the East River. The work 
was very hard in the district on account of the 
large number of tenements. John Riley, the ex- 
aminer for that district, had not reported or com- 
plained of the school in question since Mr. Ester- 
brook had been in charge of the bureau. 
There was nothing unlawful about the construc- 
tion of the building. The beams were thick enough 
and the walls sufficiently wide. The law about 
fire-escapes or means of egress was not the same in 
regard to school buildings as to tenement-houses. 
He did not know of other schoolsin the City ina 
bad condition as regards means of escape in a 
time of panic. Complaints had been received con- 
cerning a few, and they were put on the list of un- 
safe buildings, and would be looked after by the 
examiners. Mr. Esterbrook said he had found a 
report concerning the Fourth-street school in the 
records of the old department. It was dated De- 
cember, 1875, Coroner Levy took possession of 
the report, which he said would be produced when 
Riley was examined. After this report was pre- 
sented to the department a few changes were made 
in the doors of the school building, and at that 
time the deor into the church was cut threugh. 
William H. Class, record clerk of the Bureau of 
Buildings, testified that all the public schools in 
the City had been examined within 15 months and 
reports handed to the Board of Education. Some 
private schools had also been examined. The com- 
plaints in Riley’s district amounted to 17 per cent. 
of all the complaints of the City. In 1881 Riley had 
1,400 of them to examine. The investigation was 
adjourned to 1 o’clock this afternoon.

A FUGITIVE FROM BRAZIL. 


ARRESTED ON BOARD A STEAM-SHIP ON A 
CHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


As the British steamer Ptolemy from Brazil 
steamed up the Bay yesterday she was boarded by 
chief of the order of arrest depariment of the 
Sheriff’s office, David McGonigal, who had a war- 
rant for the arrest of Felisberto Caldeira Paes 
Leme, alias Antonio Furtado de Medeiros, alias 
Senendal Caminos Albuere, late Paying Teller of 
the Bank of Brazil in Rio Janeiro, and who was a 
passenger on board the Ptolemy. The warrants 
were issued by Judge Donohue on the affidavit of 


Salvyado de Mendonca, Brazilian Consul-General in 
this City, who charged Paes Leme with having 
embezzled money, bills of exchange, drafts, notes, 
and other valuable securities to the value of $57,- 
743 76. On the 20th ult. Mr. Menuonca instituted 
acivil suit before Judge Donobue, in the Supreme 
Court, for the recovery of the money frem Paes 
Leme, stating in his affidavit that the defendant 
bad been Paying Teller of the Bank of Brazil, and 
that while acting in that capacity he had embez- 
zied money and securities to the amount stated. 
Paes Leme is about 40 years of age, tal] and slim, 
of dark complexion, and wears a mustache. 
When searched not more than $150 was found 
on his person. He told Chief McGonigal 
that for a year past his mind had 
been unbalanced, and that on ome oceasion 
while at werk in the bank he paid over the eoun- 
ter $5,000 more than had been called for inthe 
check or checks presented. He had also made 
several mistakes in the books, which he could not 
account forin any other manner than that his 
mind was affected. The deficiency, he said, was 
$5,000, and he denied having embezzled the amount 
charged. He had a wife and two children in Rio 
Janeiro, and the reason why he ieft that city was 
that be had had a quarrel with his wife. He 
wanted to make all the restitution possible to the 
bank. He was taken to Ludl w-Street Jail in de- 
fauit of $60,000 bail. Capt. Jeffrey. of the Ptolemy, 
said that Paes Lemecame on board just asthe 
steamer was about tosail. He was a Portucuese 
by birth, but wentto Brazil ata very early age, 
anda was connected with several of the wealthiest 
and most influential families of Brazil. His uncle 
wasa Baron. During the voyage he acted in a 
strange manner, and seldom went on deck.

“ BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 

’ The firm of D. W. R. Read & Co., commis- 
sion merchants in iron ores, ef New-York, Pbila- 
delphia, Baltimore, and London has suspended. 
The amount of the liabilities is not definitely 
known. The statement of the firm for Nov. 23, 
1881, showed assets of $279,000, and liabilities of 
$32,000. The head-quarters of the business is in 


Philadelphia, and it was learned yesterday that 
their New-York office. at No. 140 Pearl-street, had 
heen abandoned some time ago, and that Mr, Read 
had been in Europe fer some months. An attach- 
ment for $1,506 was issued by Judge Donohue, of 
the Supreme Court, in favor of Hogan & Spence, as 
sureties for Mr. Read on a bond, but the Sheriff 
could not find any property to levy upon. The 
business was established in Philadelpbia in 1877, 
and was regarded prosperous, although they 
started on a limited eapital. T. Herace Brown re- 
tired from the firm about a year ago, and his inter- 
est was piaced at $70,000. The firm received heavy 
shipments of iron ore from Europe, mainly on or- 
ders, and Mr. Read was President of the Bedford 
Iron Mining and Manufacturing Company, of Blue 
Ridge Springs, Va. Several suits have been com- 
meneed against Mr. Read for alleged breach of con- 
tracts.

INJURED BY A GAS EXPLOSION. 
John Binns, a fireman of Engine No. 7, was 
badly burned about the face and heard by an ex- 
plosion of gas in the sub-cellar of the Staats Zei- 
tung Building, in Tryon-row, at about 3:80 o’elock 
yesterday morning. Smoke was discovered by the 


watchman coming from the basement of the build- 
ing.

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THE CASINO . MANAGERS 


THE APPLICATION FOR THE AP. 
POINTMENT OF A RECEIVER. 
THE COMPLAINT OF THE DISSATISFIED STOCK- 

HOLDERS AND THE ANSWER OF MR. 


RUDOLPH ARONSON. 

Rudolph Aronson, President, and Directors 
A. C. Downing, G. B. Charlick, Nathaniel Myera, 
and Albert Aronson, of the New-York Casino Com- 
pany, which owns the elegant new Casino at Broad- 
way and Thirty-ninth-street, have been summoned 
to appear before Attorney-General Russell, at Al- 
bany, to-morrow, to show cause why they shouid 
not be removed and the property be turned over 
toa Receiver. This action was taken by Mr. Russell 
on the application of H. N. Smith, a broker doing 
business at No. 65 Exchange-place, who i3 a stock- 
holder in the Casino Company to the extent of 
$500. In making his affidavit upon which the order 
to show cause is based, Mr. Smith acted as the 
representative of himself, John Bloodgood, a 
broker doing business at No. 84 Broadway, and E. 
K. Willard, another broker, whose office is at No. 
72 Broadway. Mr. Willard is illand could not be 
seen yesterday, and Mr. Smith declined to see a 
Times reporter who called at his place of business. 

Mr. Bleodgood, however, gave this narrative of 
the events which have led to the application for 
the appointment of a Receiver: ‘*The faets in re- 
gard to the Casino are simply these: About 18 
months ago Mr. Rudolph Aronson undertook to 
build the Casino and to make of it the most ele- 
fant place of amusement in the country. He went 
among*bankers and brokers asking subscriptions to 
carry eut his ideas, amd although he had madea 
complete failure ef the Metropolitan Concert Hall 
his scheme was so brilliant and bis preject appar- 
ently so feasible that a number of gentlemen took 


stock in the Casino for the purpose of helping Mr. 
Aronson to erect the building. The history of 
the building itself is well known. De- 
lay followed delay, and the structure is 
not yet complesed. As time passed it 
became evident from Mr. Aronson's constant ap- 
peals for money that the scheme was in great dan- 
ger of becoming ipvolved in failure, like the Metro- 
politian Concert Hall, which he had wrecked. In 
this emergency a meeting of the stockholders was 
called five or six weeks ago to consider the condi- 
tion of the company and devise some means, if 
possible, to extricate it from the difficulties in 
which it was involved. At that meeting a eommit- 
tee, consisting of Edward K. Willard, H. N. Smitb, 
and myself, was appointed to examine the affairs 
of the company and report at a subsequent meet- 
ing. The eommittee, at much inconvenience to 
its members, made an _ investigation, and 
found the cendition of things far from 
satisfactory. It was discovered that the build- 
ing. the original estimate for which was 
$150,000 without the ground, would cost by the 
time it was completed about $300,000 without the 
ground. It was also found that the company owed 
a great deal of money, and that at any moment 
judgments eould be taken out against the prop- 
erty. It was discovered that the Directors had 
voted to Mr. Rudolph Aronson $10,000 in stock, 
for which he paid nothing, and a yearly salary of 
$5,000, although the company was in debt, and the 
original stoek had not been all disposed of. The 
eapital stock of the company is $200,000, and of 
this only about $140,000 bas been taken, all of it in 
small parcels. When this report was made 
to a subsequent weeting of the _ stock- 
holders it was resolved by the stockholders 
that the Board of Directors should be 
increased trom five to nine, and the committee, 
with the understanding that ite members were to 
be included in the four new members of the board. 
undertook to extricate the company from the 
trouble into which Arenson had plunged it. The 
meeting which authorized the increase in the num- 
ber of Direetors had no right to elect the new Di- 
rectors, that duty devolving, according to the by- 
laws of the company, on the Board of Directors 
itself. The proposition made at the meeting that 
Messrs. Smith, Willard, and myself, with one other 
gentieman, should be chosen for the new Directors 
was made to Mr. Aronson, and he seemed to be de- 
lighted at the idea. He not only agreed to nomi- 
nate us, but promised to make a vacancy in the 
old board by having one of the members resign, so 
that we should have five of the new board, giving 
usacontrolin the management. If he had kept 
his word, we could have gone to work at once, 
raised the necessary money, and extrieated the 
company from all its embarrassments. The trouble 
was that Mr. Aronson broke faith withus. When 
the meeting of the Directors was held last week, 
instead of electing the men whom be had pledged 
himself to see elected, four new men were chosen. 
Then,” said Mr. Bloodgood, “ we came to the con- 
clusion that the only a to save the proverty was 
to have a Receiver appointed, und we have applied 
to the Attorney-General te take aetion in the 
matter.” 

“ Can you give any reason why Mr. Aronson did 
net keep faith with you *” asked the reporter. 

“The only reason was that Mr. Arenson feared 
that with the new board constituted as the stock- 
holders desired it he would lose control of the 
Casino. We want the cee! placed in the hands 
of a Receiver now so that it may net be frittered 
away. Weare all small stockholders in the com- 

any, but we think that, although we could not 
ose much, even under the present management, 
it is our duty to the other stockholdera, knowing 
what we do, to see that the property is placed in 
safer hands.” 

* Are there are any chargesof dishonesty against 
Mr. Aronson?” asked the reporter. 

“If there are any they will appear in the investi- 
gation before the Attorney-Generai. I don’t want 
to anticipate any disclosures which may be made at 
that time.” 

Rudolph Aronson, President of the Board of 
Directors and General Manager of the Casino, said 
to a Times reporter last night: ‘*Tne men who are 
trying to secure control of this theatre are men 
who have not the confidence of the majority of the 
stockholders. Bloodgood, Willard,and Smith own 
among them 15shares of the stock, amounting to 
$1,500. They were not authorized by any meeting 
of the stockholders to apply for the appointment 
of a Receiver. and their action in this matter is 
taken entirely on their own responsibility. The 
fact is that the Casino is proving to be a grand suc- 
cess. Since the theatre was opened we have made 
from $1,200 to $1,500 a week clear profit. These 
men recognize the fact that the enterprise is a 
success, and they are bound to get control of 
it if they can. The easiest way to do 
this is to seeure the stock, and if they 
can depreciate this to $5 a share theycan buy 
it in and reap arich harvest in the future. I believe 
that thisis their object in applying for a Receiver. 
I can see no other reason for their action, beeause 
the Casino is doing a fair business. Every cent 
taken in is applied to the payment of the indebt- 
edness of the company, and if we were aliowed to 
go on without paying to defend legal proceedings 
against us, the stock of the company would pay 
from 12 te 15 per cerut. during the first year. - Mr. 
Bloodgeod speaks about the $10,000 worth of stock 
voted to me by the Directors, and he speaks of it 
in such a way as to give the impression that I have 
received that amount of stock without giving any 
equivalent for it. The stock was voted to meas a 
consideration for the labor which I have performed 
during the last two years, in originating the Casino 
and working to have my ideas carried into prac- 
tical effect. The Directors thought that I ought to 
be paid something for my time, and they voted me 
this $10,000 worth of stock. I claim that I was en- 
titled to it, as I spent more than $10,000 0f my own 
money in working to secure the building of the 
Casino. Ihave also been allowed by the Directors 
asalary of $6,000a year. This is for managing the 
Casino. For this sum I conduct the Sunday con- 
certs and superiutend the entire building. I do not 
think that the salary is exorbitant considering the 
responsibility I am obliged to assume.”’ 

“Is it true,” asked the reporter, “that the com- 
pany is hopelessly in debt?” 

“Itisnottrue. We owe now about $60,000, and 
every cent taken in, outside of the legitimate ex- 
penses of the Casino, is being applied to the pay- 
ment of this debt. If they will let us alone we 
shall get along all right, the debt will be paid, and 
there will be notreuble. Mr. Bloodgood makes a 
great deal uf talk about my salary of $6,000. The 
fact is, Ihave not drawn a cent of this salary, and 
the company is in debt to me fer it from the mo- 
ment it begantorun. I shall not ask for one cent 
of it until the other debts of the company have 
been paid in full. The capital stock of the dompa- 
ny is $200,000, and of this amount $155,000 have 
been taken. We have three offers fur the restau- 
rant at $10.000 a year, and this is the age charged 
for the land on which the Casino is built. The 
Board of Directors now in charge of the business 
of the company was elected by a majority of the 
stockholders last September, and they have given 
perfect satisfaction, so far as 1 know, to all the 
stockholders." 

“The meeting of the stockholders from which 
Mr. Bloodgeod claims to get his authority,” said 
Mr. Aronson, * was held about a month ago. It 
was caillea by me for the purpose of devizing some 
means to relieve the company from its debts. We 
owed then, as we do now, about $60,000. Blood- 
good, Smith, and Willard were appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the accounts of the company 
under my management. They sent their own 
book-keepers to investigate our books, and at the 
meeting of the stockholders held two weeks ago 
the committee reported that it found nothing 
wrong in our accounts. At that meeting the 
stockhoiders voted to inerease the Board of Di- 
rectors from five to nine members, and Mr. Blood- 
good, Mr. Smith, and Mr. Willard cameto me and 
asked me to nominate themas members. I took the 
matter under consideration, and consulted with 
several of the leading stockholders of the VUasino. 
They all advised me to have‘ nothing todo with 
these Wail-street sharps.’ I took their advice. 
and at the meeting of the Board of Directors last 
Thursday I nominated in place of these men James 
D. Fish. President of the Marine Bank: J. N, Selig- 
man, and Albert Weber.

DEFICIT 1N CARMAN’S ACCOUNTS.

MISSING EX-SECRETARY A DEFAULTER 
TO BETWEEN $30,000 anv $40,000. 

The Directors of the Manhattan Fire Insu- 
rance Company, of which the missing Louis P. 
Carman was Secretary up to the Ist of last January, 
met at the eompany’s office, No. 68 Wall-street, 
yesterday afternoon. The meeting was held with 
closed doors and was attended by about a dozen of 
the Directors. The President of the compary, Mr. 
Andrew J. Smith, was prevented from being pres- 
ent by the sickness of a relative, and Mr. Edgar W. 
Crowell presided. Among the other Directors in 
the room were Messrs. Stephen Crowell, Charles 
Taylor, and A. J. M. Roone. The prinvipal object 
of the meeting was to receive the report of Mr. J. 
Hi. Allen, an expert accountant, who has been over- 
hauling the books of the company during the past 


two weeks. Mr. Allen reported ‘yesterday that he 
had proceeded far enough in his task to ascertain 
that there was a deficiency in ex-Secretary Car- 
man’s acoounts of between $30,000 or $40,000. He 
could not give the exact amount. Various false 
entries and alterations were found in the books 
and it was evident that Mr. Carman's 
irregularities extended over the entire period of 
his service as Secretary, about nine years. The de- 
ficiency seemed to have been caused by frequent 

ilferings which had been ingeniously glossed over 
n the books. Mr, 8. T. Hosmer, whe has been 
Secretary of the Manhattan Fire Insurance Com- 
pany since Jan. 1, stated that Mr. Carman’s ac- 
counts might possibly be susceptible of explanation 
ps the ex-Secretary. At any rate the abstractions 
of money had in no single instance been sufficiently 
large to affect the business of the company. The 
cause which led to the winding up of the com- 
pany’s affairs was a falling off in business. No 
complete report showing the condition of the 
company had been prepared, consequently the Di- 
rectors could not determine yesterday exactly 
bow much the stockholders of the concern would 
lose. It is expected that a statement of the condi- 
tion of the company will be eompleted to-day for 
transmission to the State Insurance Superintend- 
ent. Sir. Hosmer stated that the Directors took no 
action whatever regarding the reported defalca- 
tion of ex-Secretary Carman. One of the Directors 
said to a Times reporter that he could see no neces- 
sity of prosecuting Mr. Carman, even if he could 
be found. “ Carman’s stealings,” said he, “are not 
adrop inthe bucket to the losses suffered by the 
pres cos J tbrongh bad business ot late years. The 
stockholders will lose pretty heavily when the 
affairs of the concern are closed up.” A good-sized 
force of clerks {s now at work under Secretary 
Hosmer, completing the work of transferring the 
risks formerly held by the Manhattan Fire Insu- 
Trance Company to the Phenix Fire Insurance 
Cempany of Brooklyn. 

The friends and acquaintances of ex-Secretary 
Louis P. Carman heard nothing trom him yester- 
day, and repeated inguiries:for him were made at 
the office of the Manhattan Fire Insurance Compa- 
ny in Wall-street. It is believed that he did not 
have much money with him when he went away 
from home last Saturday. He has haa no source 
of ineome since he lost nis position, and the only 
money known to have come into his possession 
since the Ist of Jannary was a comparatively small 
amount received from the sale of his household 
effects at auction. That sale was conducted by 
Messrs. Woodrow, Lewis & Co., auctioneers, of 
No. 94 Pearl-street, Feb. 12, at the request of Mr. 
Carman. When Mrs. Carman left the Grand Union 
Hotel, two or three days ago, she went to the resi- 
cence of a friend on Broad way, near Fifty-seventh- 
street. Yesterday she went to the house of 
another friend, but did not leave benind her the

Srnec Sine, Feb, 28.—Superintendent Baker 
came to the prison to-day, and said, in substance, 
to the revolters that they would have an oppor- 
tunity to re-establish themselves in the confidence 
of the prison officers and to earn commutation for 
good conduct during the balance of their terms.
